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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF DOMESTIC LITERATURE. 


History. 

WORK has juft been prefented to 

the public which at the prefent pe- 

riod is peculiarly interefting: ** The Hif- 
tory of the Helvetic Confederacy, in two 
quarto volumes, by Jos. Planta, Efq. 
Sec. R.$. and Princ:pal Librarian of the 
Britith Mufeum.” Mr. Planta is known 
to be a gentleman of extenfive knowledge 
and acute difcrimination, and his ac- 
quaintance with modern languages pecu- 
liarly well qualifies him for an undertaking 
like the prefent, the materials for which 
were chiefly to be furnifhed by German 
and other continental works, ‘The author 
divides his Hiftory into two books; the 
firft, beginning with the origin of the Hel- 
vetic nations, extends to the complete efta- 
biithment of the confederacy in the year 
i412; the fecond decribcs its progrets, 
decline and diffolution. In fo very rapid 
a retrofpeét of literature as ours muft ne- 
ceflarily be, we are forbidden to dwell to 
long on curious and interefting works as 
our inclination would prompt us; in the 
pretent inftance we muft content ourfelves 
with paffing a general encomium on the 
author, and can merely give our readers 
the fatisfaction of knowing whence the 
Materials for the prefent volumes have 
been principally taken. For the founda- 
ton of his hittory, our author +has-taken 
Muller's « Hiftory of the Swifs Contede- 
racy,” which proceeds no further than to 
the year 1443: Lautfer’s «* Exaét and cir- 
cumftantial Retation of Helvetic Hiftory,” 
leitter’s « Principal Scenes of Helvetic 
Hiftory,” Meiner’s * Letters on Swiffer- 
land,” Leu’s « Digtionary of Swiffer- 
land,” and our countryman, Mr. Coxc’s 
publication on that country, have largely 
Contributed to the completion of the 
Work. The account of the laft revo- 


lution, is drawn from public documents, 

acknowledged by the French themfelves 

to be authentic, from Poffelt’s Euro- 

eines and from the narrative of 
er, 
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Dr. Hawes, a diftinguithed minifter 
of the church of England, and a leading 
member of that body of its clergy which 
affumes to itfelf the title of Evangelical, 
has publifhed, in three o€tavo volumes, 
** An Impartial and Succiné Hittory of 
the Rife, Declenfion and Revival of the 
Church of Chrift, from the Birth of Our 
Saviour to the prefent Time, with faiths 
ful Characters of the principal Perfonages, 
Ancient and Modern’? We certainly do 
not agree with this author in many of his 
religious tenets; but it is impoffible to 
peruic his work, without giving him the 
hiyheft praife for induftry, fkill, knows 
ledge, piety, and liberality. Dr. Haweis 
was countenanced by Lady Huntingdon, 
enjoyed the friendthip of Mr. Wefley 
and Mr. Whitfield, and was principal 
agent, it feems, in the plan for fending 
Miflionaries into the South Seas. 

«¢ Fragments of Scottifh Hiftory.” The 
title of this very curious volume fuffici- 
ently indicates the random unconnected 
nature of its contents. The author is a 
man of various and recondice reading, 
who has explored the antiquities of his 
country with aneagle eye, and has evinced 
uncommon talents in the illuftration of 
them; although, to ufe his own words, 
‘it is doubtlefs more eafy to complete a 
hiftory of any civilized country in Eu- 
rope, than to elucidate one obicure century 
of the hiftory of Scotland.” 1 hefe Frag- 
ments confit of I. Defultory reflections 
on the ftate of Ancient Scotland, with a 
curious appendix of characters and other 
original documents. II. The diary of 
Robert Birrel, from 1532 to 1605. III. 
The expedition into Scotland by the Earl 
of Hertford in 1s44. IV. The expedi- 
tion into Scotland by the fame perfon 
when Duke of Somerfet. Of thefe the firft 
only is an original compofition 5 which, 
we are informed, is a felection from notes 
which occurred during the perufal of 
fome velumes of hiftory. Phe rg’ 
the author was (0 notice what ot er 
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writers had not remarked, or had applied 
toa different purpole: the fubjeéts chiefly 
touched upon in thefe defultory reflec- 
tions gre the Ancient ftate of women in 
Scotland— Manners in time of war — 
Commerce — Navigation — Barbarifm of 
England, and cauies of Scottifh barba- 
rifm—Feudal law—Royal minorittes— 
Slavery — Clergy — Titles of honour — 
Officers of State, and Scottifh mufic. The 
diary of Robert Birrel may be ufeful for 
its chronological exaétnefs, and ferves to 
illuftrate the temper of the times in which 
it was written. e accounts of the two 
~ expeditions into Scotland are reprinted with 
exact copies of the old plates from pame- 
phlets which the author afferts to be ex- 
tremely rare and of high price. 

Wecannot fpeak in very commendatory 
terms of the Rev. EneEneEzER Mar- 
SHALL’s “ Hiftory of the Union of Scot- 
Jand and England ;”’ it bears {trong marks 
of being a mere party produétion, intend- 
ed to reconcile the [rifh to their Union 
with this country. Mr. M. in ftating the 
circumftances which brought that event 
to a conclufion, and the advantages which 
refulted from it to the Scots, aflerts that 
they are indebted to it for the vaft in- 
creafe of their commerce ;—this is a rath 
wunfupported affertion: we have often 
been told from the higheft authority in 
the Houfe of Commons, that the com- 
merce of England is daily and hourly ex- 
tending itfelf: will the author contend 
that this extent of our commerce is attri- 
butable to the conneétion of this king- 
dom with that of Scotland> The affer- 
tion Is as eafy, and the proof perhaps as 
difficult in the one cafe as it is in the 
other: the commerce of Scotland has in- 
creafed, no doubt, fince the wra of the 
Union, but the laft hundred years have 
worked a change in the commercial cha- 
raéter of Europe ; and before Mr. Mar- 
fhall can eftablith the faé& which he has 
afferted, it is incumbent on him to ftate 
what peculiar commercial advantage Scot- 
tand has enjoyed fince her conneétion with 
England which the might not have en- 
ioyed without it. 

Mr. Turner has publithed “* The 
Hiftory of the Anglo-Saxons from their 
firft Appearance above the Elbe, to.the 
Death of Egbert; with a Map of their 
Ancient Territory.” 
tion of our hiftory which is here treated 
of demanded a far more patient invettiga- 
tion than the author of the prefent vo- 
lume has beflowed on it: Mr. T. appears 
to have been very infufficiently qualified 
for the tafk he undertook ; in his autho-

rities are confufed the good, the 
the fufpicious—he quotes with 
fidence all three. To throw 
portion of early hiftory, 
knowledge, mature judgment, and acute 
penetration. Mr. Turner’s knowledge 
however refpectable, is too confined foy 
the occafion. Though writing a hiftory 
of the Anglo-Saxons, he feems to be 
utterly unacquainted with their language, 
their monuments, and coins: as to My.

M. BerTRAND DE Motevittr, 
whole “ Private Memoirs of the Lat 
Years of Louis XVI,” have been fo cene- 
rally read, has permitted Mr. Dattas to 
tranflate and publifh, from his original ma- 
nufcript, ** Annals of the French Revolu- 
tion, or a Chronological Account of its 
principal Events, with a Variety of Anec- 
dotes and Charaéters hitherto unpublith- 
ed.” The high official fituation of M. 
MOLEVILLE, as mini(ter of ftate, made 
him neceffarily take an active part in the 
events of the French revolution, and gave 
him an opportunity of being as thoroughly 
acquainted with the characters who con- 
tributed to promote it as any one could 
be; he is a man of intelligence and deep 
penctration, and loft not the opportunities 
which were prefented. Strongly prejus 
diced in favor of royalty, and_perionally 
attached to the King, his narratives are 
not to be read without fome caution: ft!) 
however, as a man of honor and fe- 
fpedtability, the general truth of his ftate- 
ments is, we believe, liable to no impeach- 
ment. The prefent, we underftand, 1 
not to be confidered as a fequel to the 
minifter’s former publication, but 1s rather 
the chief work from which the chapters

this cattle of defpotifm: there were in it 
but feven prifoners, four of whom were 
accufed of forging bills of exchange ; one 
confined at the requeft of his family on 
charges of the moft ferious nature, and 
two who were fo deranged as to be con- 
Gned among the mad people at Charenton 
the day after their liberation from their 
former imprifonment! In the Provinces 
there were feveral ftate prifoners, particu- 
larly in Brittany ; and our author tells 
us, that when he was intendant there, he 
received an exprefs order from the King 
to vifit every one, and to receive from 
each prifoner a ftatement refpeéting him- 
felf, and to tranfmit an account of it to 
the minifter, the Baron de Breteuil. The 
circular letter, containing ampicft inftruc- 
tion cefpeéting the motives of juflice and 
humanity by which it had been ditated, 
was addreffed to all the intendants: ™ I 
ebeyed it,” fays M. Bertrand, ‘ as was 
my duty, with the utmoft ftriétnefs; and 
Tatteft, upon my honor, that there was 
not in Brittany a fingle ftate prifoner 
whofe confinement was not an act of juf- 
tice, and in many inftances an a€t of be- 
nevolence and mercy.” The prefent 
work contains a great deal of very curious 
inatter, and will be read with much plea- 
fure by all who intereft themfelves in the 
events of that revolution, whofe influence 

is felt in every quarter of the globe. 
_ Of the laft work which we have to no- 
tice under the head of Hiftory, we fhall 
merely tranfcribe the title-page, which 
will be found fufficiently indicative of its 
contents: “* An Index, drawn up about 
the Year 1629, of many Records of Char- 
ters, granted by the different Sovereigns 
of Scotland, between the Years 1309 and 
1413, moft of which Records have been 
long milling.

larged. The eighth chapter in the pre- 
fent edition treats on the fubjeé of. the 
plunder which has fe long and fo fuccefs- 
fully been carried on upon the river, and 
explains the advantages which have al- 
ready refulted to trade and the revenue b 

the eftablifhment of the Marine Police in- 
ftitutions The ninth treats of the plun- 
der in the public dock-yards: Mr. Col- 
quhoun ftates the allowance of chips to 
the artificers to coft Government 140,900), 
a year! The eleventh chapter treats on 
the origin of criminal offences, which the 
author imputes ta an ill-regulated police, 
principally as it regards public-houfes : 
** the quantity of beer, porter, gin, and 
compounds which is fold in public-houfes 
in the metropolis and its environs has 
been eftimated at near 3,300,0001. a 
year.” After defcanting on the indigence, 
debility, and contamination of morals pro- 
duced among the lower claffes of people 
by this enormous confumption, Mr. C, 
remarks that, however unpopular it may 
appear to thofe who have not confidered 
the fubject, if a triple duty were impofed 
on malt {pirits, and a much higher on 
ftrong beer and porter, it would be an act 
of the greateft humanity on the part of 
the legiflature." He makes the following 
curious aud alarming calculation: fup- 
pofing the excefs in which 200,000 of the 
laboring people in the metropolis indulge 
fhortens the natura! period of their exitt- 
ence five years each on an average, the la- 
bor of one million of years is loft in the 
lives of this clafs of men after the expente 
is incurred in rearing them to maturity, 
whic during a period of thirty-fx years 
of adult labor at 251. a year, eftablithes a 
deficiency to the community of 25 mil- 
lions fterling! In the twelfrh chapter of 
the prefent edition is difcuffed the impor- 
tant fubject of female proftirution. Phe 
magnitude of this evil in the metropolis 
almott exceeds belief; it admits of no 
commen remedy, and cannot be materially 
diminifhed by any efforts of private bene- 
volence: with confiderable diffidence Mr. 
Colquhoun has ventured to propole 2 
{pecific regulations for the purpofe at leaft 
of leffening this melancholy and increahng 
evil, It would exceed the reafonable li- 
mits of our article to ftate the particulars 
of the plan which 1s here laid Gonty oe 
to enter into an examination of its — ; 
we muft refer our reader to the boot " 
felf, and at the fame time expre{s a mo 
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flumber, but that fome fcheme may be 
devifed and adopted for the reclamation of 
that unfortunate clafs of females, who 
live by proftitution, and for the preven- 
tion of thofe public enticements to immo- 
rality, which are nightly exhibited in every 
ftreet of the metropolis. We have no 
doubt but that a large proportion of thofe 
females, who earn their bread by the pro- 
{titution of their bodies, are driven into 
this melancholy and humiliating way of 
life, by an inability to find fome honor- 
able employments when we fee a man, 
qualified by the alertnefs and mufcularity 
of his limbs for the labor of a gladiator, 
meafuring lace, or forting ribbons behind 
the counter, we are difgufted at the mean- 
nefs of his encroachment; for it is impof- 
fible to avoid confidering him as a tyrant, 
walking in thofe paths of induftry which 
thould be facredly appropriated to the fe- 
male fex. The publication of Mr. Col- 
quhoun’s Treatife on the Police of the 
Metropolis, roufed the legiflature to afenfe 
of the inefficiency of that police to the 
prevention of crimes, or the deteétion of 
criminals: a feleét committee was in 
confequence appointed, who prefented a 
report, in which they advifed either 
the confolidation of the two offices of 
hawkers and pedlars, and of hackney- 
coaches; or that they might both be 
abolifhed, and their duties refpectively 
afligned to the office of ftamps, and to 
the magiftrates of the metropolis; or 
Jaftly, if the hackney-coach office fhould 
ftill be retained, that a material retrench- 
ment might take place in its expenfe. 
Since the prefentation of this, the com- 
mittee has fitten again and publifhed ano- 
ther ‘¢ Report,’ dated June 26th, 1798, 
in which they declare their opinion, that 
much more falutary effeéts with refpeé to 
police may be derived from a plan drawn 
up by Mefirs. Colquhoun and Poole, 
(which is annexed to their difcuffion) 
than from any of the fchemes which the 
committee fubmitted in their report of 
the preceding year. 

The outline of this plan is, that one 
great board of police revenue formed by 
a certain number of commiffioners with 
handfome falaries be eftablifhed, and that 
it fhall difcharge the duties of tie prefent 
offices of hawkers and pedlars, hackney- 
coaches, &c. That two new officers of 
police be moreover eftablifhed, and that all 
of them have concurrent jurifdiction over 
the whole metropolis, and the counties of 
Middlefex, Kent, Effex, and Surrey. It 
is thought advifable that the attorney-ge- 
neral Shall be empowered to appoint coun- 
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fel for the crown with m 
to conduct all criminal profecutions: th 
all lodging-houfgs in the metro his be 
regiftered, and the proprietor oir b fin ll 
fine annually. The committee ane 
mend the adoption of Mr. Bentham’s plan 
for employing conviéts in folitary confine. 
ment; this plan was fubmitted to govern. 
ment five years fince, and approved by 
them; but the difficulty of finding a pros 
per place for the ereétion of his Panopti- 
con has hitherto delayed its execution: 
this difficulty we underftand js likely to 
be foon removed. Inthe report before us, 
It 1s {tated that the whole annual difhurfe. 
ments attending the criminal police in 
Great Britain amount to 234,1 3gl.1gs. 74d, 
that the annual coft of each convié em. 
ployed in the hulks, dedudtiag the value 
of his labor, is 12]. 13s. 7d. ; and the an. 
nual expenfe of each convict fent to Botan 
Bay 441. 19s. 1d.!| How little the public 
is compenfated for thefe enormous ex- 
penfes by a general reformation of the of. 
fenders who are either imprifoned in our 
feveral places of confinement, who are 
working in the hulks, or tranfported to 
Botany Bay, we ure alas, but too well ac- 
quainted! In the indifcriminate affociation 
with each other, they devife deep plans of 
plunder which are too frequently executed 
on the recovery of their liberty,

metropolis of the Britith Empire a public 
‘qtitution for diffufing the knowledge, 
and facilitating the general introdnétion, 
of ufeful mechanical inventions and im- 
provements, &c. To the honor of the 
Nation thefe prepofals were embraced and 
{upported with a degree of ardor, which 
nothing could have fo generally infpired, 
but a real eagernefs for the propagation of 
{cience, and the application of it to the 
common purpofes of life. A “ Profpec- 
tus” is now printed ‘* of the Royal Infti- 
tution of Great Britain incorporated by 
Charter, M,DCCC., Patron, the King ; 


with a Copy of the Charter, and a Litt of 


Subfcribers.”’ This magnificent inftiru- 
tion, which has fcarcely been twelve 
months before the public, is already under 
the direction of nezrly 150 proprietors, fub- 
fcribers of 5@ guineas each ; 126 life fub- 
{cribers at 10 yuineas each ; and 114 an- 
nual {ubicribers at 2 guineas each: coool. 
has been raifed on voluntary loan for the 
conftruétion of a theatre for public lectures ; 
and afplendid and convenient houte in Al- 
bemarle-ttreet, has already been taken for 
the purpoles of the fociety : under fuch mu- 
nificent patronage and fuch wife direétors, 
there cannot beany doubtof the fuccefs and 
profperity of this national eftablifhment. 
The 7th, 8th, and oth “ Reports of the 
Society for bettering the Condition, and 
increaling the Comforts of the Poor” are 
publithed: they relate a variety of very 
mterefting experiments for the relicf of 
our fellow creatures in diftrefs, and evince 
the activity and indefatigable attention cf 
thofe gentlemen who fuperintend its con- 
cerns. A few pamphlets have been writ- 
ten on the fubjeét of the high price of 
corn, but they do not, in general, poffels 
much information as to the caufes of it; 
or propofe other remedies than thofe which 
have been ofiered to the public a hundred 
times before. *¢ The 
plainly ftated, and Remedies confidered, 
with Obfervations on permanent means to 
Keep Wheat at a more regular Price, by 
ARTHUR YOUNG.” This writer confiders 
the fearcity as real, but not fufficient to 
authorize the high price which has been 
cemanded for corn; his propofed remedies 
are to encourage the cultivation of pota- 
toes; to prohibit the feeding of horfes 
v for pleafure, On Oats; to covert 
fone re A wafte land into little poffef- 
“ih A the peor, and to affign gardens 
ne grals lands to labourers for one or two 
‘ows. The author of “ A Word for the 
rer &c.”’ contends eagerly, and 
foe ignorantly, that the prefent 
“ity of bread corn is artificial; he 
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writes in a pert manner and feems not vee 
ry Competent to impart information. Mr. 
Brooke, in a pamphlet entitled “ True 
Caufes of our prefent Diftrefs for Pro- 
vilions, &c.” has difcuffed the fubje&t with 
more fubriety and good fenfe, than either 
of the authors whofe works we have jut 
mentioned : he confiders the principal 
caules of the prefent fcarcity in grain of 
every defcription, butchers’ meat, poultry, 
&c. to be “ monopoly of farms; the im- 
menfe number of horfes kept in this king- 
dom; the negleét in breeding cows, 
horned cattle, hogs, affes, and goats ; the 
almoft difufe of fith, and careleffnefs of 
our fifheries; the prefent method of fup- 
porting the clergy ; too extenfive hop- 
grounds; negleét of orchards, &c.” “ Ex- 
clufive of thefe general caufes of fearcity,” 
fays Mr. B. “there are others which have 
operated in a lefs degree, thefe fecond 
caufes are extenfive parks, and pleafure 
grounds; the common mode of fowing 
grain; the extravagant manner ufed by 
the poor in dreffing meat ; the ridiculous 
watte or ftraw, &c.” Mr. B. enlarges on 
each of thefe topics, particularly the firft ; 
namely, the monopoly of farms, which he 
confiders as the great tource of the evil com- 
plained of, and interfperfes a number of 
ufeful hints for the improvement of agri- 
culture and the encouragement of fifheries. 
The anonymous author of * Curfory 
Remarks on Bread and Coals,” difplays 
much judgment, acutenefs and philan- 
thropy: his obfervations on the unnecef- 
{ary and unnatural fcarcity of coals parti- 
cularly merit attention. The laft work 
which we fhal! notice under the head of 
Political Economy is, ‘* The Reports” of 
two Committees who were appointed by 
the Houfe of Commons, one in 1795 and 
one 1799, for the purpofe of inquiring in- 
to the beft mode of levying and colleéting 
the duties upon the dikillerics and corn 
{pirits in Scotland: the Right Honourable 
Sylvefter Douglas in the chair. _Thete 
Reports contain a mafs of information re- 
lative to the diftilleries of Scotland, which 
does great credit to the induftry and accu- 
racy of the gentlemen who compoied 
them. There are two fyftems which have 
been fuccetiively adopted in the colleétion 
of thefe duties, nameiy the licence Me 
and the furvey {vftem: the former o thefe 
leaves the diftiller unmolefted by the cae 
cifeman, previoufly exacting the duty on 
fuch a quantity of fpirits as it 1s caicu~ 


ment of this dut 
a giventime; on the payment of y 
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an a¢tual reckoning and account taken by 
the revenue officer of the quantity really 
produced by the diftiller, The obvious 
defeé in this latter fyftem is the difficulty, 
or to fpeak more accurately, the abfolute 
impoffibility of afcertaining that real quan- 
tity. The /icence fyftem, therefore from 
its facility of execution and apparent cer- 
tainty of adequate receipt feemed in every 
yefpect preferable: it was not, however 
long in ufe before its imperfeétion was 
moft firikingly exhibited; for the prefent 
rapidity of diftillation far exceeds what- 
ever had before been practifed or conceived. 
The legiflature had been taught to believe 
that the procefs could not be completed in 
lefs than 24 hours; whereas modern im- 
provements have carried that art to fuch 

rfeétion that, inftead of 24 Sours, not more 
than five, probably not more than three, m7/- 
nutes are now required for the proce(s of 
diftillation ! This wonderful rapidity in 
the operation, effected by aferies of inventi- 
ons which were prompted, no doubt, by the 
licence {yftem, has been found produétive 
of very ferious evils; it is faid to create a 
wafle, not only of fuel, but of grain ; it 
injures moreover the quality of the {fpirit 
and renders it more noxious. The com- 
mittee therefore have propofed a combina- 
tion of the two fyftems as a fubftirute for 
both: they have fketched the outline, 
which they conceive, if properly filled up, 
will ina great meafure unite their advan- 
tages and avoid their defeéts. As it was 
no part of the inftruétions of the com- 
mittee that they fhould confider how far in 
a moral and political point of view the 
diftilleries fhould beencouraged, they have 
but flightly touched upon that important 
inquiry: they feem to be of opinion how- 
ever, that if it were thought proper to at- 
tempt a total fuppreflion of the manufac- 
ture, its practicability is very queftionable ; 
fill they think fuch a duty fhould be im- 
pofed as to prevent the exceilive ufe of 
{pirits among the poor. 

PoLiTics. 

Mr. REEVEs, whofe well-known 
pamphlet, entitled ‘ Thoughts on the 
Englifh Government, &c.”’ was profecuted 
as libellous by order of the Houfe of 
Commons, has undertaken a defence of 
his publication, in a ** Second Letter” on 
the fame fubje&t. The political tcnets of 
this author are generally known, and the 
doétrine which he attempts to eftablith is 
generally execrated. It often happens 
that, in order to bring about the fame end, 
oppofite meafures are fuccefsfully purfued, 
and the fame meafures occafionally adopt- 
ed to effect wery different and. conta- 
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dictory purpofes. No one will feriout 
ueftion Mr, Reeves’ FOutly 
q Wit. Keeves's loyalty or the fince 
rity of his attachment to our conttitution 
he exprefsly fays, indeed, in this prefe 
publication, that ail is new right im thi 
country, and he would have nothing altered 
Mr. Reeves is in the notorions enjoyment 
of fo many finecures that there can be no 
doubt of his indifpofition to any alteration, 
Still however had we been difpofed— 
which we certainly are not—to excite dif. 
aticétion againft the government of this 
country and bring the parliament into 
contempt, we could have devifed no more 
ceffe&tual method, in our eftimation, than 
to have written fuch another pamphlet as 
that which is before us. We thould hare 
told the people, as Mr. Reeves has done, 
that the Englith government is a fimple 
monarchy ; that the monarch creates the 
two houfes of parliament ; that they (the 
people) were utterly deftitute of all claim 
to fovercignty, and of courfe that they 
appointed no part of the legiflature: that 
the King might rule without any parlia- 
ment, and yet violate no law, and finally 
that he is the fole maker and executor of 
the laws! Thefe are precifely the doc- 
triues which, in our opinion, have the 
firongeft tendency to promote difatfeétion 
among the people againft the perfon and 
high office of the Sovereign: thefe more- 
over are the exaét doétrines which Mr. 
Reeves with very unfuccefsful affiduity, 
labors to eftablith. He contends—con- 
fiftently indeed—that in no inftance where 
the fucceflion of the crown has been !- 
terrupted by any violent change, has the 
people or the parliament appointed a King: 
on every fuch occafion the reigning mo- 
narch has either made bimJilf or been made 
by fome other king ! This pofition, fays he 
with becoming gravity of countenance, 
ought to ftartle nobody, when it 1s con: 
fidered “ that a fettlement of the crown 
has no force, unlefs it is made in parlia- 
ment; and the King, 4emg the maker of 
law, AS HAS~BEEN PROVED; he muff of 
courfe make the limitations and fettic- 
ments of the crown, whether apn Be 
felf or upon others: further, 1” = 
fuch parliamentary fettlements i m 
defcent is interrupted there muft be Pr 
vioufly an acceptance and aflumptio ; 
the crown. Mr. Reeves then endeavor” 
to fhow that the acceffion of “ a 
of Henry VII. and of William IIk. # 
proceed upon the fame principe been 
The hypothefis of Mr. Reeves Vinesiaa® 

controverted in all its parts by the vy 
Profeffor in the Univerfity of O% ted, 
WooDDESON, ina pamphiet enttt ’prief

Britifh Legiflature, &c.” In this pam- 
hlet the learned author has fully refuted 
the letter-writer, even from the authorities 
which himfelf has adduced, and contends 
that the very words of the aéts of Par- 
jiament, in exprefling that each law is en- 
aéted not only by and with the advice, but 
by the authority of that body, direétly 
and peremptorily oppofe the doétrine of 
Mr. Reeves. This latter gentleman has 
expofed himfelf to public ridicule and 
difcredit in a** Third and Fourth Letter” 
which are chiefly employed in replying to 
Dr Wooddefon’s vindication: This reply is 
weak and contemptible to the laft degree. 

Sir Francis D'IvERwots has again 
blown the trumpet of war: he has pub- 
lithed in one o¢tavo volume a ‘* Hiftorical 
and Political Survey of the Loffes fuftained 
by the French Nation, in Population, 
Agriculture, Colonies, Manufacétures, and 
Commerce in confequence of the Revo- 
lution, and the prefent War.” A {ober 
calculator, one who had really the good of 
his country at heart, would not, we fhould 
imagine, have confined his furvey to the 
loffes fuftained by our enemy; he would 
have direéted his attention alfo to the lofies 
we have ourfelves fuftained in this terrible 
and ferocious confliét: he would have ex- 
amined the effeéts of the war on our colonies, 
commerce, manufactures, &c. and have ba- 
lanced the immediate and certain advan- 
tages to be derived from peace againft the 
remote and precarious fuccefles of war. 
Sir Francis D’Ivernois, however, becaufe 
he fnds out that the French finances are 
dilapidated; that is to fay, that the ex- 
penile of the government exceeds its in- 
come, fancies that the reftoration of ino- 
darchy is a very feafible project, and calls 
‘main for a coalitiog of the European 
PoWers to re-eftablifh the throne.

Ve appeared on the origin of the 
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war by writers of high refpeétability whe 
have maintained very oppofite opinions 
with arguments plaufible and firong. But 
with whomfoeverthe culpability reftsin the 
hirft inftance, there can be little doubt of 
the guilt of the Minifter in refufing to treat 
for peace at one time, and in commencing 
an equivocal negotiation at another, 

Of thefe notorious faéts, we have the 
Minifter’s avowal in his “ Speech in the 
Houfe of Commons, February 34, 1800, 
on a Motion for an Addrefs to the Throne, 
approving the anfwers returned to the 
Communications from France relative to 
a negotiation for Peace.” This labored 
{peech has paffed through feveral editions + 
it is a fpecimen of fplendid captivating 
oratory-—-mere oratory— fasis eloquentia, 


fapientie parum, for its Ratements were 


invalidated and its conclufions reduced to 
abfurdity, ina fpeech—fuch an one as the 
houfe fcarcely ever heard before but from 
the fame orator—in a “ Speech” of the 
Hon. Cuas. James Fox which has alfo 
been publithed. We will not fuffer our- 
{elves to enlarge on the comparative ex- 
cellencies and demerits of thefe two juflly 
celebrated productions, for reafons which 
it is unneceffary to ftate: they who fee! 
interefted in the fubjeét mav at an eafy 
expenfe indulge themfelves with both 
publications and form an unbiaffed judg- 
ment for themfelves. The ‘ Speeches” 
of Mefirs. Dundas and Erfkine on the 
fame occafion have alfo been publithed. 

Joun Bow és, Efq. has given the 
public his “ Refleétions on the Political 
State of Society at the commencement of 
the year 1800.” The voice of Mr. Bowles 
like that of Sempronius, “is ftill for 
war’’—interminable war! may the found 
of it never reach our ears again. 

A fellow of St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, has in a {mall pamphlet compreffed 
fome fenfible ** Confiderations concerning 
Peace :” the author gives it as his opinion, 
that France is fully competent to maintaia 
the relations of peace and amity; Day, 
that fhe sf maintain thofe relations when- 
ever a peace is concluded, for the people 
of France will feel their intereft fo deeply 
involved in it, that the government cannot 
renew hoftilities withoutan appeal tothem, 
which he contends muft be inctfeétual. 

The author of a pamphlet entitled 
“ The Queftion Stated as it refpects Peace 
and War” adopts the fame opinion with 
the preceding writer as to the eg 
of an immediate pacific negotiation, an 


the probable. permanence of peace: he. 
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Lincoln’s-Inn, who has publifhed a fquib 
entitled ‘* Peace or War ! which is the 
beft Policy?” The writer is of opinion 
that we ought to reject ail offers of imme- 
diate pacification, and wait until the iffue 
of the late revolution be afcertained and 
identified. ‘This would be altogether a 
refpectable publication, had not the author 
committed himfelf by perfonally abufing 
the Chief Confu!l of the republic. 

In a former retrofpect we noticed M. 
RAMEL’s narrative of the deportation to 
Cayenne: a fequel to that intereRting work 
is now publifhed, entitled ** Secret Anec- 
dotes of the Revolution of the 18th Fruc- 
tidor, &c.”” There is but little additional 
information in the prefent volume, which 
relates fome new and horrid barbarities 
of the French towards their unfortunate 
countrymen. 

A very interefting “ Memoir” has been 
publifhed “ of the Operations of the Army 
ef the Danube, under the Command of 
GENERAL JOURDAN, 1799, taken from 
the Manufcripts of that Officer.” In this 
publication are detailed without any boatft 
and pompofity the operations of the troops 
under the command of this moft able general, 
who clearly proves that every thing which it 
was poffible for them to do was done. The 
plan of thiscampaign was formed by Jourdan 
himfelf, but the Direétéry, who acted in 
the arrangement of military operations 
according to his advice, deferted him, he 
roundly afferts, with the defign of ruining 
both himfelf and his army. Scantily fup- 
plied with provifions, horfes, and with 
troops, the general would have declined 
the attack of the Auftrians: by the com- 
mand of the Directory, however, he met 
the enemy in the field when nearly double 
his numbers oppofed him. This memo- 
rable engagement earned the Frenchman 
high military honors: he maintained his 

round, brought off his troops, and flepr 
on the field of battle after having engaged 
with fixty-fix thoufand men an enemy 
whofe number amounted to one hundred 
and twenty thoufand ! 

‘©The Dutch Expedition vindicated, 
with brief Obfervations on the Emigrants. 
To which is added a Pofticript, containing 
the Supplement to the Account of. the 
Armiftice concluded between his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of York and General 
Brune.” The author of this pamphiet 
feems to be very infufhciently informed 

as to the fubjeCt on which he writes.

rically true that the Dutch are fo deeply 
indebted to us for their original inde- 
pendence : and as to our unremitted friend- 
fhip to preferve them in that ftate, itis 
tolerably well known that they hated the 
houfe of Orange, that they were driven 
into a war which, as it was decidedly 
againft their inclination, they took the firt 
opportunity of finifhing : and that in con- 
fequence of their fraternization with the 
French, their fineft colonies were lect, 
and their fhips feized by the Englifh. Is 
it fo very wonderful that when we affected 
to refcue them from the embrace, however 
bear-like, of their new friends, they thoud 
punith us for an interference, which they 
would confider as impertinent? : 
A third part has been publithed ot 
“ Copies of Original Letters from the 
Army in Egypt.” There feems to be but 
little doubt entertained of the authenttctt 
of thefe letters, which contain much cu.

The objeét of 
this work is to annihilate every feeling of 
commiferation for the fufferings of the 
Irifh Catholics, who, according to this 
fair reprefentation, are of all people the 
moft profperous and the moft happy, en- 
joying.all the privileges to which free men 
and citizens are entitled ! 

Patrick Lattin, Efg. has publifhed 
fome *¢ Obfervations” on Dr. Duigenan’s 
pamphlet; particularly with referenceto his 
firiftures on a former publication of Mr. L. 
which we have before noticed, entitled 
“ The Cafe of Ireland reconfidered ;” 
wherein Mr. L. with fpirit and temper 
defended his brethren, the Roman Catho- 
lics of Ireland, againft the calumnies which 
have been induftrioufly propagated as to 
their political and religious tenets. We 
underftand with much pleafure, that in 
confequence of fome of thofe perfonalities 
with which Dr. D. indulges himfelf, 
Mr. L, has had recourfe to the laws of 
lis country for redrefs, and has obtained 
a verdict with confiderable damages. 

An anonymous writer has publifhed a 
 Refutation of Dr. D’s.

The fame folidity of judgment 
Which marked the former publication of 
this able economitt diftinguifhes the pre- 
fent performance, As fome alteration will 
be requifite in the King’s title when the 
propofed Union takes effeét, the author 
recommends the omiffion of the words 
King of France, and that the infignia in 
the armorial bearings which have relation 
to that title fhall be fubftiruted by fuch as 
are emblematical of the Union. He ad« 
vifes the eftablifhment of a land-tax in 
Jreland, and that the whole of it be ex- 
pended in ereéting a royal dock-yard at 
Kerry, or fome more eligible fituation 
on the fouth coaft. He moreover recom- 
mends a land-tax for the whole empire : 
this it will be recolleéted is a favorite 
plan with Dr. Gray; he confiders land to 
be the true fource of wealth, and confe. 
quently the moft proper objeét of taxation, 
We recommend this pamphlet as a calm 
argumentative performance. 

‘¢ The Speech” has been publithed of the 
Ear oF CLARE inthe Houfe of Lords of 
Ireland on a motion in favor of the Union 
made Feb. 10, 1800. The noble orator dif 
plays confiderable ardor and eloquence in 
favor of the meafure, though from the 
number of {peeches which had been made 
on the fame occafion it was not likely that 
any new matter fhould be advanced. 
LorD CASTLEREAGH’s “ Speech on de- 
livering to the Houfe of Commons of Ire- 
land his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant's 
Meffage on an incorporating Union, &c.” 
has alfo been publithed : it contains but 
little to intereft the attention or convince 
the underftanding. Mr. Grattan s 
‘¢ Speech” is not merely eloquent but ar- 
gumentative: if the animated effvfions of 
this orator will not kindle the flame of 
patriotifm, every fpark of it muft be 
extinét. The Speech of the Right 
Hon. JouN BeRes¥oRD on his moving 
the Sixth Article of the Union,” the 
{ubjeét of which relates to manufactures 
and commerce, is an argumentative com- 

ofition, which does honor to the aus 
thor’s abilities and knowledge. , 

The Bifhop of KiLLaLa himfelf is the 

reputed author of * A Narrative of what 

affed at Killala in the county of Mayo 
and parts adjacent, 7 the French in- 
vafion in the fummer © 1798. This 
very interefting narrative, the authenticity 
of which is not to be queftioned, fhows us 
that the affociation is not neceflary between 
bravery and Britons, between Frenchinen 
and ferocity. The French officers, 1 
feems, who were engaged in this expedi- 


tion were men of honor and military

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fill, a€tuated by principles of humanity 
where there was no abfolute neceflity to 
deal deftruétion around them: the fol- 
diers are reprefented as men of indefati- 
gable exertion, bidding defiance to fatigue 
under the moft meagre diet, ftriét to an 
extreme in difcipline, free from licentiouf- 
nefs and the luft of plunder. Of the Ca- 
tholic volunteers and infurgents who join- 
ed the French arms a charaéter is given 
diametrically oppofite ; ignorant of arms 
and rapacious of plunder, they were kept 
—- under tolerable reftraint by the frm- 
nefs of the French. Of fome of the Eng- 
lifh troops we bluth to relate that they 
were little lefs fanguinary, and even more 
prompt to depredation than the infurgents ! 
The French infidels openly laughed at the 
Catholic creed of their affociates, and at 
firt fight it feems a little furprifing that 
the latter fhould have fo cordially joined 
the invaders: it appears, however, from 
the tenor of the narration, that the Irifh 
Catholics—who, according to the fair re- 
prefentation of Dr. Duigenan, are as happy 
and profperous people as any upon earth— 
were almoft perifhing with hunger! This 
tract, coming from a gentleman of the 
higheft refpeétability for talents and hu- 
manity, who was an eye-witnefs to the 
fcenes which he relates, will doubtlefs be 
incorporated into the work of fome future 
hiftorian of Ireland. 

We would recommend to thofe who 
have yet any prejudices againft the papifts 
to read a fenfible pamphlet, entitled ** The 
Catholic Queflion confidered.” 

The advertifement of a pamphlet en- 
titled ** A Propofal for uniting the King- 
doms of Great Britain and Ireland,” ftates 
it to have been originally printed in the 
year 1751, and that it is now reprinted 
from that edition without any alteration. 
At that.time the chief oppofition to an 
Union was expeéted from the people of ¢his 
country; the author therefore urges the 
then prefent moment as the moft favor- 
able for carrying the meafure into effect, 
ae that at fome future period the 

rifh may rejeét it. What difpofition 
there might have been on the part of the 
Trifh in the year 1751 we know not, but 
fo foon after as the year 17569, when it 
was reported that fuch a meature was in

infantry to quell the infurgents,

Dr. Clarke is moreover the 
author of two other pamphlets on the 
fame fubjeéts, the one entitled ‘* Politica’, 
Commercial, and Civil ftate of Ireland :” 
and the other embracing a traét written 
fome years fince by the Rev. Dr. Tucker, 
Dean of Gloucefter, entitled ‘ Union or 
Separation.””?, Both thefe publications well 
merit attention.

We were glad therefore to fee announced 
a tranflation of M. Lesser's ‘* Infeéto- 
Theology :” withthe notes of M. LYonet; 
in this work it is the defign of the author 
to demonftrate the being and perfeétions 
of God from a confideration of the ftruc- 
ture and economy of Infeéts. The an- 
notator and the author have cooperated 
in this defign and evinced themfelves men 
of extenfive knowledge and fervent piety. 
When the original of this work was firft 
publifhed the fcience of Entomology was 
but little ftudied in Britain, and the fyf- 
tem of Linnzus not brought to perfeétion : 
the tranflator fairly urges this circumftance 
asa reafon for the lax fenfe in which the 
word infeéf is occafionally ufed, and as an 
excufe, that for many terms he has been 
obliged to make ufe either of the Latin or 
French word. Prefixed to this work are 
given biographical fketches of the two 
authors.

ty of Oxford, the former gentleman in 
the year 1998, and the latter in 1799. 
In thefe annual fermons much novelty 
cannot be expected: it is not to be pre- 
fumed that at the prefent advanced age of 
Chriftianity much new light fhould be 
thrown on the evidence of revealed re- 
ligion, or any anfwers be given to the 
tpletions of unbelievers which have not 

n again and again urged by its very 
humerous and aacned y let The 

amptonian Leéturers, whofe volumes we 
are Now noticing have both fulfilled their 
“ngagements with refpeétability and ho- 
re in fighting the caufe of Chriftian 
- they have been obliged indeed to ufe 

weapons ; but they have well polifhed 

*M, and handled them with much force 
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and dexterity of arm. « Annotations on 
the four Gofpels.” This ufeful work is 
compiled and abridged from fome of the 
moft celebrated commentators foreign and 
domeftic: Erafmus, Beza, Grotius, Beau- 
fobre, Le Clerc, &c. among the former ; 
Lightfoot, Whitby, Doddridge, Ham- 
mond, Bowyer, Macknight, &e. among 
the latter. Prefixed to this work, which 
1s profeffedly compiled for the ufe of ftv. 
dents, is a copious Introduétion, the frit 
feétion of which gives an account of thofe 
authors who have written on the Geogra- 
phy and Hittory of the Holy Land; the 
fecond concerns the ftate and critical ex- 
pofition of the text of the New Teftament, 
A brief account is afterwards given of 
the principal editions of the Greek Tefta- 
ment, alfo a fummary catalogue of the 
Chriftian fathers from Juftin Martyr to 
Enthymius; and the Introduétion clofes 
with a fhort account of the Jewith au- 
thors Aquila, Theodotion, and Symma- 
chus; of the antient ecclefiaftical hifto- 
rians and grammarians ; and a defcription 
of the temple from Prideaux and Light- 
foot. 

The learned Dr. WHITE has publifhed 
a little volume very elegantly printed, 
entitled ‘* Diateffaron, five integra Hiftoria 
Domini noftri Jef Chrifti, Grace; ex 
IV Evangeliis inter fe collatis, ipfifque 
Evangeliftarum Verbis apte et ordinate 
difpofitis confeéta. Subjungitur Evan- 
geliorum Harmonia brevis.” This work 
is faid to be executed with great accuracy, 
and confequently is a prefent moft accep- 
table to the Theological ftudent. 

“ Hore Biblice ;” being a conneéted 
feries of mifcellaneous notices on the ort- 
ginal text, early verfions and prefent edi- 
tions of the Old and New Teftament. 
This volume evinces extenfive reading and 
various learning; it is the produétion of 
Mr. BuTver,a barrifter of Lincoln’s- Inn, 
whofe leifure hours have for many years 
been devoted to the ftudy of critical Divt- 
nity. From this, as from the preceding 
work the biblical ftudent may derive a 

reat deal of information : he will find di- 
reétions to the beft editions of the Scrip- 
ture in different languages, and to the 
moft important works conneéted with fa- 

iticifm. , 
Cree Daivertity of Oxford has printed 
at the Clarendon prefs a very {plendid 
volume of high intereft and curiofity to 
the biblical ftudent: * a ea Act 
Teftamenti, e Verfione Egyptiaca Diale " 
Thebaidice, Sahidice, feu a 
Egypti.” The publication 0: thete frag 


— - the Sahidic verlion of a 
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Teftament were announced, fo long fince 
as the year 1778 by Dr. Woide, who 

ves that complete cranflations both of 
the Old and New Teftament were made 
in the Coptic and Sahidic diale&l. He 
lived to continue the work fo for as to 
print the fragments of St. Luke’s gofpel, 
and to prepare for the prefs the MS. of 
the fragments of St. John’s; but he died 
in May 1780. After his deceafe, the de- 
legates of the Clarendon prefs, entrufted 
the completion of the work to Dr. Foxp, 
and under his care it now makes its ap- 
pearance. 

Mr. GrsporNne, already known and 
refpe&ed as amoral writer, has continued 
his very ufeful labours in the caufe of 
virtue. He has publifhed, principally for 
the ufe of young perfons, of either fex, 
during the courfe of public or private 
education, ** A familias Survey of the 
Chriftian Religion, and of Hiftory as 
conneéted with the Introduétion of Chrif- 
tianity, and with its Progrefs to the prefent 
time.” The ftyle of Mr. G. is objeéti- 
onable ; it is very diffufe and deviates too 
much from fimplicity to be generally in- 
telligible by thofe for whom his prefent 
work is particularly intended. Novelty of 
remark is not to be expected in a work of 
this fort, which, however, both from its 
objet and execution, merits high appro- 
bation. 

We have before noticed the controverfy 
beeween Sir RicHarD HILL and Mr. 
Davupeny: each of thefe gentlemen 
thinks, the other a fchifmatic: the latter 
has publifhed an * Appendix to the 
Guide to the Church,” in which ke has 
labored to maintain more firmly the prin- 
ciples -advanced in that work, and to an- 
fwer the objeétions brought againft thofe 
principles by Sir Richard tn his letters 
entitled “ An Apology for brotherly love.”’ 
The divine has now a decided advantage 
over his antagonift in being more calm and 
temperate, in the debate: he has alfo 
brought to his affiftance no fall thare of 
erudition. Sir Richard Hill however 


' yields not a tittle; and as a reply to his 


antagonift, has publifhed a pamphlet en- 
titled ‘* Reformation—Truth reftored— 
&c. &c.”’ in a feries of letters which ma 
probably produce a rejoinder from the 
divine. Gentle reader! as a fupplement 
to Reformation—Truth _ reftored,—the 
worthy baronet has alfo favoured the 
public with “ Daubenifm refuted, and 
Martin Luther vindicated.” They who 
are defirous of entering more Free’ 5 into 
the merits of this fpiritual controverfy, 
muft confult the publications themfelves. 
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Mr. Daubeny has alfo publithed—e 

Letter. to Mrs, Aaa More 7 Be 
parts. of her late publication,” entitled 
“¢ Stri€tures on Female Education,” The 
learned minifter here fhows himfelf 
to be a critic of no mean acutenefs; 
we muft be excufed from enterin 
the minutie of polemical divinity, 

Mr. BiDLaAKe’s fecond volume of 
“¢ Sermons on various Subjeéts,” contains 
many which have been publithed before at 
the requeft of the feveral congregations 
to whom they have been addreffed : inthis 
honorable teftimony to the preacher's 
merit we heartily join. The general ob- 
jeét of thefe fermons is to inculcate prac- 
nee Pegs and enforce the duties of mo- 
rality. r. B. ‘ ftudioufly avoids eve- 
ry thing of a controverfial nature, thinke 
ing the pulpit ill adapted for difputation, 
and efteeming life fufficiently difcordant, 
without that moft anomalous and difgut- 
ing fury, religious animofity.” Happy 
would it be for fociety were this fenti- 
ment univerfally adopted ! 

Mr. PALMER of Hackney, has pub- 
lifhed *¢ An Apology for the Chriftian 
Sabbath, &c.”’ intended as a defence of 
Mr. Wilberforce’s ‘* Praétical View, &c.” 
The objeé& of Mr. P. is to prove thatthe 
Sabbath is a divine inftitution of perpetual 
and univerfal obligation, Inthis well-meant 
attempt Mr. P. has certainly failed ; if he 
had enlarged in his able manner, on the 
moral advantages of a Sabbath, we fhould 
have coincided with him; but when he 
attempts to prove that the perpetuity of a 
a Jewith infticution is ob/igatory on Chrif- 
tians, we cannot accede to his conclufions. 

Mr. Wilberforce’s ‘ Practical View. ’ 
has called forth the pen of a Layman, who 
has publifhed a feries of ‘ Letters % 
that gentleman on the doétrine of here-

Aitary depravity, which he oppofes with 


much ingenuity and force of argument. 
The Bithop of Cugsrer’s “ Charge 
tothe Clergy of his Diocefe, does honor to 
the Right Rev. Prelate’s underftanding : 
we fee nothiag of that intemperance . 
illiberality which have occafionally dil 
graced fimilar performances. The Bifhop 
takes occafiun to notice the idle dreams 
of certain vifionaries, who are contieney 
applying the fcripture prophecies eae 
occurrences of the prefent times. Wea 
leafed to hear this learned divine - 
himfelf to be of opinion, that “ from . 
prophetical books, to which the — 
nary events now pafling on earth And 
rally turn the attention of every Fé rE 
mind, no expectation can reafonaby ‘ 
deduced, that the prophecies yet “gil j 
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giled are drawing to a fpeedy conclufion, 
The objets are there prefented to the 
view in fo indiftinét a form, that the moft 
penetrating eye can ¢¢ fee men only as trees 
walking.” : 

« A Commentary with Notes on part of 
the Book of the Revelations of St. John, 
by the late Joun Swoncrass, D. D, 
ac.” The death of the author prevented 
the completion of this work, which evinces 
much learning, piety, and ingenuity. The 
interpretation of the Book of Prophecies 
has bewildered many a found theologian, 
and crazed many a religious enthufiaft. 
We coincided with the Right Rev. Au- 
thor, whofe opinion on this fubjeét we 
have juft taken the liberty of quoting, 

Mr. Giteiw, Vicar of Boldre, has 
publifhed a volume of plain practical ** Ser- 
mons preached to a CountryCongregation.” 
It has been the practice of this very ami- 
able divine to take with him in his walks 
a memorandum book with a text or two 
of Scripture written in it. Without in- 
tending to purfue his fubjeét to any length, 
he ufed to take down fuch refieétions as 
naturally flowed from it, and, on his re- 
tum home, methodize and expand his 
matter as was deemed neceflary. This, 
far from being a laborious and fevere 
employment, is rather an enlivening 
mode of ftudy, which he ftrongly recom- 
mends to the younger clergy ; fur whofe 
attraction he has printed at the clofe of his 
volume a few “¢ Hints” taken from his 
‘wn memorandum book: ‘* they are mere 
‘xetches” fays Mr. Gilpin, ** though per- 
haps for that reafon they have more fpirit 
than finifhed pieces,” 

“ The Libertine and Infidel led to Re- 
teftion, by calm Expoftulation, &c. by 
Joun Duncan, D. D.” We know not 
* any work whofe tendency is more di- 
retily to appeafe feétarian animofity than 
‘tls: the venerable divine who is the au- 
thor of it, is moft fincerely attached to the 
the conftitution and church as eftablifhed in 
this country; {till however he is not blind 
% the abufes which exift in both of them, 
and in the chara&ter of a true friend, is 
éfirous tor their total eradication. He 
‘ltens hot to idle tales of the growing 
on of the prefent generation ; but 
rehab v Chriftian to believe that a 
is fecter and peaceable order of things 
forefeen y ws ancing to maturity and un- 
hand ic fer ection; and that an invifible 
lines en. alike the felf-deftructive 
reg the libertine, and rage of the 

,. “fy On the one fide, and the blind 


“bkinacy of the bigot, ang the adorer of 


defpotifm, and of all e@ablithed abufes on 
the other, to a beneficent purpofe.”” 

We ought to have noticed before, that 
a republication has iffued from the Cla. 
rendon prefs of « Twenty-two Sermons” 
on various fubjeéts, feleéted from the 
works of the celebrated Dr. Ifaac Barrow, 
The works of this great mathematician 
and learned divine, however antiquated 
the ftyle, will always be refpeéted for the 
abundance and folidity of the matter 
which they contain. It is remarkable that 
the prefent volume is abruptly uthered in- 
to the world without preface, and without 
advertifement. 

Mr. Rowland Hill, on whofe journal 
of a tour through the north of Eng- 
land we animadverted in our laft Retro- 
{fpect, has provoked fome “ Remarks” 
from Dr. JouNn Jamieson. Mr. Hill 
in his work introduced fome fevere obfer- 
vations on the Seceffion Church of Scot- 
land, and on the folemn League and Co- 
venant, &c. to which Dr. Jamiefon has 
replied with much firmnefs and modera- 
rion, much mildnefs and fagacity. The 
Doétor has with great appearance of fuc- 
cels, faftened on Mr. Hill the guilt of 
mifreprefentation: the charge is ferious 
but the language in which it is conveyed 
perfeétly becoming. Dr. Jamiefonin the 
courfe of his “ Remarks’? combats the 
arguments of his opponent in favor of 
itinerary and lay preaching, which, the 
Doétor thinks, have a tendency to fow 
feeds of difunion and diforder. Mr. Row- 
LAND HiL.ina pamphlet entitled “ Plea 
for Union, and for a free Propagation of 
the Gofpel,” has publithed a very mafterly 
reply to Dr. Jamiefon’s Remarks and has 
vindicated lay preachers and itinerary 
preaching in a ftyle which dues much ho- 
nor to his zealand acutencfs, The con- 
troverfy between thefe polemic divines has 
been very ably fupported on both fides. 
Mr. Hill has alfo publithed “ Extracts of 
a Journal of a fecond Tour from London 
through the Highlands of Scotland, &c. 

The Reverend R. PoLWHELE has _ 
‘ndifcreet enough to write two vu 
‘ pero to a Reverend Dr. Hawke, 
who is branded as a canter, @ crowds 
catcher, &c. becaufe, zealoufly attached - 
the doétrines of the church of England, 
he is more than commonly earneft in ime 
preffing them on the minds of his aus 

nce. 
ae Reverend M. Crowes has pubs 
. ' M. P. on the 
lithed ‘* Letters to @ nin 
writings of Baron ernst Pwo Abbe 
a full and complete refutation of t are 
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Barruel’s calumnies againft the honorable 
author.”” That noted calumniator, the 
Abbe Barrnel, is again breken upon the 
wheel : Mr. Clowes, in thefe letters, vin- 
dicates with much energy and manly fenfe, 
vie character and theology of Baron Swe- 
denborg againftthe Abbé’s grofs mifrepre- 
fentation. The author moreover expounds, 
m. a very clear and fatisfaétory manner, 
the whole Swedenborgian fyftem, to 
which he feems moft fincerely attached. 

‘¢ Minutia; or little Things for the Poor 
ef Chrift’s Flock,” is an opufculum by 
Dr. Peers; the quaintnefs of the title 
prepares us for peculiarities in the per- 
formance, which is neither remarkable 
for its excellence nor inferiority. 

*¢ Confiderations on the Book of Genefis, 
m a-feries of Letters,” addreffed to the 
bifhop of Llandaff : unable to conquer the 
chronological difficulties of this beok and to 
reconcile its dates, the author of thefe let- 
ters gives it up as unworthy of belief. As 
there is nothing pert nor indecorous in the 
manner of this writer, the learned prelate 
to whom his work is addreffed, may, per- 

be difpofed to obviate his difficulties. 

r. Parker has publifhed “* Three 
difcourfes on the Lord’s Supper, &c.” 
there is no novelty in the — here 
adduced; on the contrary Mr. P. feems 
infufficiently acquainted with his fubjeét. 
Among the many fingle Sermons which 
have appeared, is to be diftinguifhed for 
its eloquence, Mr. HALL’s on ‘* Modern 

Infidelity.” This gentleman in the early 
period of the French Revolution was one 
of thofe who dittinguifhed themfelves as 
champions in. the neon A of freedom; deep- 
ty fenfibly of the atrocities with which 
that event has been accompanied, he now 
lwoks upon it with a degree of horror on- 
fy to be paralleled by his former zeal and 
triumph on the occafion. We remem- 
ber a publication of Mr. Hall’s on the 
** Freedom of the Prefs,” which he per- 
haps will not thank us for bringing to his 
recolle&tion ; it is a fplendid compofition, 
and raifed high our expeétations of the 
prefent performance, which will not in 
‘ amy degree detraét from the reputation as 
awriter which Mr. Hall very juftly ac- 
quired. There are many parts of. this 
fermon to which we cannot in any degree 
affent ; as a compofition however, we are 
charmed with its glowing diétion, and its 
rich and various imagery. 

- Among the fingle Sermons we feleé as 
worthy of attention, both from its intereft- 
ng fubjeét and able execution. Mr, 

UBENY’s an cruelty to dumb animals. 
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—The obje& of Mr. Hare in his Vifa 
tation Sermon before the archdeacon of 
Glofter, is to extol the priefthood ; net 
merely their fpiritual funétions, but their 
emoluments and dignities. The nature 
of this difcourfe may be colleéted from the 
heads into which it is divided: the 
— labors to prove ** that an eftab. 
ifhed priefthood is fo agreeable to the 
nature and reafon of man, that there is no 
inftance of any civilized nation in which 
there has not been fuch an eftablithment. 
Secondly, that it is exprefsly declared in 
fcripture, there fhall be an eftablithed and 
permanent priefthcod. Thirdly, that in this 
nation the eftablifhment of the priefthood 
is not burdenfome to the community, but 
otherwife ; and laftly, that fuch an-eftab- 
lifhment has a natural tendency to increafe 
the temporal as well as fpiritual welfare 
of the people.” 
The Clergy in a diftri&t in the diocefe 
of Lincoln, convened for the purpofe of 


‘confidering the State of Religion in its 


feveral parifhes, have publithed their 
‘¢ Report;” in which, after having ftated 
the number of places of worfhip, and the 
various denominations of thofe who attend 
them, they have endeavoured to trace the 
caufes of profanenefs and irreligion, and 
to guard the church and government of 
this kingdom as much as poffible againft 
the effedis of them. The reporters feem 
to have been very aétive and perfevering 
in their fearch, and in theremedies which 
they have propofed have given high offence 
to fume mean-minded churchmen by their 
lenity and liberality. 

Mr. Ho.tis has publifhed “ An Apo- 
logy for the Difbelief of revealed Religion.” 
If any apology be neceffary for a dif- 
belief of revealed religion, as this refpect- 
able infidel conceives it is, it fhould be 
offered to the throne of Heaven : we ac- 
knowledge the jurifdi€tion of no earthly 
tribunal in matters of religion. Belief is 
an aét not of volition, but neceflity. 
Whether the publication of a man’s rea- 
fons for difbelief requires an apology, 1s @ 
different queftion ; at any rate we fee not 
the ufe of fuch a pamphlet as the prefent, 
which has but little novelty of argument. 

The author of a pamphlet, entitled 
‘¢ Apeleutherus ; or an Effort to at- 
tain Intelle€tual Freedom,” has divided 
his work into three parts: in the two 
firft he attacks public worfhip and reli- 
gious inftruétion: Im the third part, 0” 
Chriftianity as a fupernatural commu- 
nication, he endeavours to thow mo 
our fituation, it is not the miracles pone

the truth of the religion, but it is 
the truth of the religion which proves the 
miracles. 

The Bifhop of Mearru has publifhed 
a volume of *‘ Sermons preached on dif- 
ferent Occafions; to which are added, 
Three Charges and a Circular Addrefs 
to the Clergy of the Diocefe of Offory on 
the State of Ireland in the Year 1797.” 
Thefe Sermons are chiefly, it may almoft 
be faid entirely, of a political nature; 
and we are forry to remark in them a 
fpirit of intolerance and vulgar rage highly 
unbecoming the character of a Chriftian 
teacher. 

The publication of a third volume of 
« Family Sermons,” by Mr. WHITAKER, 
has completed that gentleman’s defign ; 
which he has executed with confiderable 
reputation to himfelf, and which is likely 
to be attended with benefit to others. 

‘Four Sermons” fuited to the occafion 
were preached at the sth general meetin 
of the Miffionary Society, by M. M. 
Fintay, Tozer, Moopy, and Brop- 
BELT, and have fiance been publithed. 
To thefe fermons are fubjoined the report 
of the direétors, &c. from which it ap- 
pears that the labors of the Miffionaries 
have been hitherto attended with fome 
fuccefs, and that each annual meeting of 
the fociety has increafed in zeal, vigor, 
and unanimity. The following curious 
information occurs in the report of the di- 
rectors: ‘¢ Our hopes, likewife, have been 
raifed by an unexpected folicitation from 
General Bowles, who was providentially 
led to refide in London a few months, to 
fend miffionaries to the vaft nation of the 
Creek Indians, fituated on the Gulf of 
Mexico. Being one of the chiefs of that 
nation, and pleafed, on inquiry, with the 
objeéts of our inftitution, he promifed to 
lay the matter before a national council 
on his return, and favor us immediately 
with the refulr, Should his propofal be 
generally approved by them, we truft 
you will empower the direétors to accept 
the invitation, and fend whatever number 
of poor may appear beft fuited for the 
wor Ty . 

The laft publication which we think it 
neceffary to mention in this theological

BioGRAPHY. — 

“* Anecdotes of George Frederick Han- 
del, and of John Chriftopher Smith, with 
feleét Pieces of Mufic compofed by J.C. 
Smith, never before publithed.”” This 
work prefents us with but very few anece 
dotes of Handel that are new. Dr. Bur- 
ney took great pains to procure from 
Germany what information could be cal- 
leéted relative tothe early life df that grew 
compofer; what is added by the prefent 
biographer is lefs interefting than might 
have been expeéted, The editor, how- 
ever, explicitly tells us his defign in the 
prefent publication, namely, that its pros 
fits may be appropriated to the ufe of the 
relations of Mr. Smith. This gentleman 
was the fon of John Chriftian Schmidr, 
who came over to England with Handc', 
and continued to live with him nearly tui 
the time of his death, Mr. Smith, the 
fubjeé&t of the prefent biographical me- 
moir, received practical lefions from the 
great mufician ; and from the acquaintance 
which he formed during his travels a- 
broad, and was fortunate enough to pre- 
ferve on his return to England, his man- 
ners were temarkably ale and polifhed. 
As a praétitioner, his execution does not 
feem to have been great; nor as a 
compofer does his invention appear 
ftrikingly ee his productions are 
pleafing and elegant. . Two its, one 
of Handel, and one of Smith adorn this 
volume, which it is to be hoped will, by 
an extenfive circulation, anfwer the inten- 
tions of the editor. 

«‘ Some Brief Memoirs” have, been 
publithed “of the Life of David Hall, 
with an Account of the Life of his Fa- 
ther, John Hall." David Hall was one of 
the people called Quakers, who, by his 
talents and induftry acquired a confidera- 
ble eminence among them. The prefent 
little volume will be read: not without 
fome intereft, probably not without 1m- 

rovement. ; 

We have been much entertained in the 

erufal of two volumes tranflated from 
the French, of “ Memoirs of Hippolite 
Clairon.” This aétrefs was for many 
years very juftly admired on the Parifian 


theatre: fhe has long retired from the . 


. and though almoft in her Soth year, 
a as para at ry and hasfummon- 


ed fufficient vigor and refolution to be ye 
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felf the author of thefe interefting me- 
moirs. Madame Clairon, though a cha- 
raéter not immaculate, maintained through 
life a dignity and decorum of behavior 
which many perhaps who will cenfure her 
for occafional foibles, would not have been 
able to have maintained againft the con- 
ftant and feductive folicitations to which 
fhe was expofed. Her perfon was grace- 
ful, her accomplifhments elegant and va- 
rious, her natural talents, like her natural 
conftitution, ftrong and active. The pre- 
fent Memoirs contain anecdotes of feveral 
celebrated performers on the French ftage: 
they abound in moral and judicious ad- 
vice to females defined to the theatrical 
profeffion, and give us no mean opinion of 
the moral and intelle€tual acquirements of 
this celebrated lady. 

Mr. Repe’s “ Anecdotes of Biogra- 
phy, mcluding many Modern Characters 
in the Circles of Fafhion and Official 
Life,” are fele&ted with judgment and re- 
Jated with fpirit. 

An Officer in the Eaft India fervice has 
publifthed “ Authentic Memoirs of T ip- 

Sultaun ; Accounts of his Campaigns 
with the Mahrattas, Rajahs, &c. with a 
preliminary Sketch of the Life and Cha- 
This off- 


racter of Hyder Ali Khan.” 
cer feems to have been very fcantily pro- 
vided with materials for fuch a publica- 
tion as the prefent ; they relate almoft ex- 
clufively to the wars of the Sultaun with 
the Englifh, the particulars of which have 


long fince been known. Chafms of fome 
ty occur in thefe meagre memoirs of 

ippoo, which give no information of his 
internal polity and government. 

A feeond volume has appeared of the 
«¢ Public Charaéters.”” The account we 
gave of the former volumes is applicable 
to the prefent. It abounds with new and 
curious faéts, colleéted from the moft aus 
thentic fources. 

«¢ Theatrum Poetarum Anglicanarum ; 
containing the Names and Characters of 
all the Englifh Poets, from the Reign of 
Henry III. to the Clofe of the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. By Edward Phillips, 
Nephew of Milton. Firft publifhed in 
3675, and now enlarged, by Additions to 
every Article, from fubfequent Biogra- 
phers and Critics.” This is a very ufeful 
book of reference; it is not, however, a 
complete republication of Phillips’s work, 
as the prefent is reftrifted to Englith 
aa . The editor, to make amends, has 
argely extracted from Warion’s Hiftory 
of Poetry, and the works of other critics. 

NATURAL History. 
A work which for the delicacy of its 
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engravings and fplendor of its . 
nd if it. has any parallel, has ccrtusale ns 
fuperior in this country, is now publifhing 
in bonor tothe memory of Linnzus by Dr. 
THORNION. ~ His “ New Illuftration of 
the Sexual Syftem’”’ of that great naturalift 
confitts of two parts; one containing the 
letter prefs, with the explanations, plates, 
and portraits ; the other, feleé fpecimens 
of plauts, exhibred with the utmoft bril- 
liancy and elegance. It is propofed to 
complete this work in twelve numbers of 
one guinea each; three have already made 
their appearance. 

The Linnzan Society purfues its Ja- 
b . with ardor and fuccefs: a fifth vo- 
( ume ef its “* Tranfaétions” has juft made 

~ appearance, containing, as ufual, va- 
-.».3 and valuable matter. 

Mr. Donov an, whofe elegant and core 
reét publications are fo univerfally ad- 
mired by naturalifts, has publithed, in 
one f{plendid quarto volume, “ An Epi. 
tome of the Natural Hiftory of the Infeéts 
of China; comprifing Figures and De- 
{criptions of one Hundred new, fingular, 
and beautiful Specimens, together with 
fome that are of Importance in Medicine, 
Domeftic Economy, &c.” This work 
confifts of 50 plates, fome of which con- 
tain one figure only, others feveral. The 
fpecific charaéters are added from Lin- 
nzvs, Fabricius, &c, together with con- 
cife de{criptions. 

A very ufeful work to thofe who are 
entering on the ftudy of Botany, is the 
‘* Britifh Garden,”? in two o€tavo vo- 
lumes. This work contains a defcrip- 
tive catalogue of hardy plants, indige- 
nous, or cultivated in the climate of Great 
Britain, with their general and fpecihec 
characters, Latin and Englifh names, na- 
tural countries, and time of flowering. 
The plan purfued in thefe volumes, 
namely, that of familiarifing to unlearned 
botanical ftudents the Linnzan language 
by the ufe of correfponding Englith 
terms, was introduced by the Litchfield 
Society ; and from its obvious utility, has 
been very generally adopted fince. It 
ought to be mentioned, that the author 
of this volume has abbreviated the Lin- 
nzan fyftem, by proceeding at once from 
Syngenefia to A srvenenar | and by dif- 
pofing among the fimple claffes thofe of 
Gynandria, Moneecia, Dicecia, and Poly- 
gamia. Thefe claffes, however, are given 
in an appendix in their old form. 

Dr. Hutt, in his “ Britith Flora,” has 
ftri€ly adhered to the Linnzan claffiffica~ 
tion : this ufeful little work is divided 


‘into two parts, the firft comprehending re 
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frit 23 claffes, and the fecond being de- 
yoted entirely to cryptogamous plants. . 

The fourth and fifth fafciculi are pub- 
lihed of Dr. ROXBURGH’s “ Plants of 
the Coaft of Coromandel.” It is fuffi- 
cient to fay that the engravings and co- 
lors are executed with the fame elegance 
and accuracy which diftinguithed the 
former parts of this magnificent work, 

We are happy to announce a third edi- 
tion of Dr. LET TSOMm’s “ Naturalifts’ and 
Travellers’Companion.” This ufgful and 
{cientific volume is now confiderably im- 
proved and enlarged. The fame gentle- 
man has publifhed a new edition of his 
“ Natural Hiftory of the Tea-Tree, with 
Obfervations on the Medicinal Quality of 
Tea, and on the Effcéts of Tea-drinking.” 
_ An anonymous tranflator has publifhed 

the Abbé Spallanzani’s-** Traéts on the 
Nature of Animals and Vegetables.” 
This work, tvhich has but juft made its 
appearance in the Englifh language, was 
written many years ago, and fo long fince 
as the vear 1777 was tranflated into 
French by M. Senebier, a Swifs philofo- 
pher. The prefent is fufpeéted not to be 
a tranflation from the original of Spallan- 
zani, but from the French of Senebier, of 
whofe learned notes the editor bas not 
availed himfelf. There are alfo numé- 
rous omiffions in the prefent volume, 
which confiderably detraét from its value. 

Puysics. 

Dr. BABINGTON has publifhed “A 
New Syftem of Mineralogy, in the Form 
of Catalogue, after the Manner of Baron 
Born’s Syftematic Catalogue of: the Col- 
lection of Foffils of MadJle. Eleonore de 
Raab.” This work is indeed a cata- 
logue: it is much to be regretted, that 
the fcientific author has not expatiated 
more on the chemical properties, &c. of 
the claffes and orders, the genera and fpe- 
cies of the mineral bodies: fometimes 
even Dr. B. has given us merely the names 
of the varieties in the Englifh, French, 
and German Janguages. We have no 
right, however, to expeét from any one 
the performance of more than he propofes. 
Dr, Babington, in making public the fyf- 
tem which he adopted in forming from 
the late Earl of Bute’s extenfive and va- 
luable colleétion of minerals a more com- 
pendious and feleét cabinet, hoped that he 
might confiderably abridge the labor ef 
thofe who fhould hereafter engage in a 
fimilar tak. This he will certainly ef- 
fet: his work is compiled with great 
Judgment, and will-unqueftionably be of 
ue to thofe who with to acquire a com- 
Prchenfive knowledge of minerals, but 
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-who have neither leifure nor inclination 


even if they have opportunity, to confufe 
the numerous works through which the 
necetfary information lies {cattered.” The 
prefent work is to be confidered as a con- 
tinvation of the “ Syftematie Arrange- 
ment of Minerals which Dr. Babingtor 
publithed in the year 1795. 

That moft acute and indefatigable phi- 
lofopher Mr. Kirwan, has publithed a 
volume of ** Geological Effays,”’ in which 
he has diplayed that knowledge of che- 
miftry, mineralogy, and natural philofo~ 
phy in general, with which his capacious 
mind is fo abundantly furnifhed. It will 
not be expected that we fhould give the 
outlines of this theory of the original for- 
mation of the earth, and of its fubfequent 
various viciffitudes ; we can only fay, in 
general terms, that the author feems pare 
ticularly to have in view the reconciliation 
of the faéts which geology teaches with 
thofe which are taught in the Mofaic hif- 
tory, and the fubverfion of the Huttonian 
doctrine and that of the Volcanifts. 

The public is alfoindebted to Mr. Krr- 
WAN for a moft valuable ** Effay on the 
Analyfis of Mincral Waters.” To afcer- 
tain the ingredients, and proportions of 
thofe ingredients, which enter into the 
compofition of mineral waters, has often 
baffled the fkill of the acuteft chemifts 
and mineralogifts, The art of analyfing 
is yet but very imperfeétly known. Mr. 
K. however, on this, as on every other 
fubje& which employs his attention, has 
thrown confiderable light. After having 
made fome general remarks on the en- 
largement which has taken place within 
the laft twenty years of the boundaries of 
chemical fcience, and of the improvements 
in particular which have been made in re- 
fpcé to the analyfation of mineral waters, 
he thus unfolds the objeét of his publica- 
tion: ‘* To ftate, add to, and generalize 
thefe improvements, by propofing new 
tefts, and new limitations of the powers 
of thofe already known, in cafes where 
none were befdre determined, or where 
they were inaccurately afligned ; alfo by 
fubftituting more direét methods “of in- 
veftigation, to the random methods before 
employed, and various new modes of efti- 
mating the quantity of eveh of the fub- 
ftances difcovered, is the purpofe of the 
following fheets.” se 

Mefirs. A. and C.R. Arkins’ « Sylla- 
bus” of acourfe of lectures which they 
delivered, with honor to themfelves and 
inftruétion to their auditors, on Chemil- 
try, eviiices extenfive knowledge on the 
fubject.

Jr will be learned with pleafure, that 
a fecond volume has been publifhed of 
** The Philofophy of Nature,’? by the late 
Mr. SmeLtiure. The writings of this 
gentleman have not ranked him with our 
moft profound philofophers ; but the tafte, 
the knowledge, and the guod fenfe which 
they difplay, have juftly given him tlie 
charafter of a very elegant and re{peétable 
author. The prefeng volume, like that 
which preceded it, contains many curious 
facts : it is replete with amufement, and 
by no means deftitute of inftruétion. 

CLassicAL LITERATURE. 

An anonymous author has tranflated 
into Englifh verfe, ‘* The Firft Book of 
‘Titus Carus Lucretius, on the Nature of 
Things,” as a fpecimen of his abilities to 
complete the arduous tafk he has under- 
taken, of tranflating the whole poem. This 
tafk, it feems, is already in great forward- 
nefs, and the remaining books will foon be 
committed to the prefs in feparate and fuc- 
ceffive parts, fhould the tranflator receive 
that encouragement of which he is fo natu- 
rally folicitous, The public, we underftand, 


is indebted for this verfion of the great phi- 
lofophic poet, to the gentleman wha fome 
time fince publifhed a tranflation of Ca- 
tullus: the fame mediocrity attends his 
prefent labors which accompanied them on 


the former occafion. It wiil be recolletted 
that in Dr. DRaAkKe’s “ Literary Hours” 
were inferted fome fpecimens ‘of an in- 
tended tranflation of Lucretius, by Mr. 
Goon, in blank verfe: a comparifon of pa- 
rallel paflages by thefe two gentlemen, 
makes us ftill more impatient for the com- 
pletion of Mr.Goop’s tranflation. ** The 
Firft and Fourth Books of the Odes of 
Horace,” have been tranflated into Englith 
verfe by an anonymous poet, who has in 
a confiderable degree transfufed. into our 
own language the fpirit and elegance of 
his original. The great fault of the pre, 
fent tranflation, and indeed of every one 
from the fame poet, with which we are 
acquainted, is its expanfion of the origi- 
nal; in eyery other refpeét it has great 
merit; the verfification 1s eafy, the lan- 
guage polifhed, and the metre Various. 
The controverfy on the fubject of the 
war of Troy, {cems not to be yet ended : 
Mr. BRYANT has addreffed ** An Ex- 
poftulation” to the Britifh:Critic, on its 
reviews of his Diflertation, i, which he

‘FINE ARTs. 

Mr. KoLEMANn’s * Effay on, Pragti- 
cal Mufical Compofition” bears a very 
high chara&ter among the profeffors and 
amateurs of that delightful art. Mr. K. 
is faid to be thoroughly mafter of his fub- 
jet, and to have treated it ina more 
{cientific manner than any preceding au- 
thor in the Englith language. 

The Naval Archievements of our gal- 
lant feamen, which have caft fuch a fplen- 
dor on the prefent war, are indeed mof 
worthy to be recorded by fome national 
monument of high magnificence and tafte. 
It is well known that fuch a commemo- 
ration has been contemplated, and that a 
fubfcription has been fet on foot for that 
purpofe—a private and precarious fub+ 
{cription to ere&t a public monument of 
national glory! Under the patronage of 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Clarence 
a committee was appointed, who gave to 
our artifts an invitation to exercife their 
genius, and fend in their defigns. Va- 
rious are the opinions as to the fort of 
monument which ought to be ereéted: 
Mr. FLAXMAN, in a “ Letter to the 
Committee,” &c. objeéts againft an obe- 
lifk or column, and indeed againft any 
architectural ereétion, and recommends a 
coloffal ftarue, 230 feet high, to be placed 
on.Greenwich hill, near the Obfervatory, 
to be feen from the river and from the 
Kent road. He has given plates to illuf- 
trate his idea; which is feverely repro- 
bated by an architeét, Mr. ALEXANDER 
DvurourR, who contends ‘* that a monu- 
ment of arthiteéture, in which the talents 
of différent artifts muft neceflarily com- 
bine, is more durable and more proper 
than a ftatue, to tranfmit to pofterity the 
talents, the bravery, and the richnefs that 
diftinguith the Britith nation.” We have 
read in one of the public papers a letter 
from Mr. Opi on this fubjeét, who pro- 
pofed (if we remember right) the efta- 
blithment of a gallery of paintings, which 
fhould”exhibit a feries of our naval vitto- 
ries from former to the prefent and to fu- 
ture times. This plan has at leaft one 
advantage over both the others, that it 
would provide a conftant fource of em- 
ployment and emulation not only to ar- 
tifts of the prefent day, but to thofe of 
the rifing, and of every future generation. 

Mr. SamugL IRELAND (lately de- 
ceafed) has publifhed the fecond volume 


, ied ions of Ho- 
of his “ Graphic Illuftration garth," 
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rth,” from piétures and drawings in 
his poffeffion. Many of the plates which 
this volume contains are well éngraven, 
and foe of the defcriptions which attend 
them, animated and interefting, They 
are forty-nine in number. 3 

Mr. Ano.ruus has publifhed the firf 
volume of his * Britifh Cabinet,” con- 
taining portraits of illuftrious perfonages 
engraven from original piétures, with bio- 


graphical mémoirs. We cannot fpeak in’ 


commendatory terms of this work ; the 
engravings are of very unequal merit; 
the names of the Original’painters are not 
inferted, and many of the perfonages, 
whofe features are here exhibited and 
tranfmitted to pofterity have not rendered 
themfelves objeéts of gratitude or venera- 
tion by the celebrity either of their aétions 
or their talents ; it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Adolphus will evince a little more judg- 
ment ia the future volumes of this work. 
Mr. PinKERTON, whofe honorable 
and perfevering zeal in the caufe of learn- 
ing is known full weil, has publifhed a 
very curious and elegant volume entitled 
“The Scottifh Gallery, or Portraits of 
eminent Perfons in Scotland, &c.” To 
this work is prefixed an IntroduCtion on 
the rife and progrefs of painting in Scot- 
land, which, like the biographical accounts 
of the charaéters reprefented, has only one 
fault, that of being too fhort. There are 
fifty-two portraits in this volume, moft 
of which, are thofe of perfons who have 
rendered their names familiar to our ears 
by their eminence in arms, in honors, or 
in learning. Many of thefe portraits are 
taken from piétures by ‘the celebrated 
Jamefon, a pupil of Rubens, and copied 
by Mr. Robert Johnfon of Newcatftle, 
Whofe miferable death is related by our 
author in a moft affecting manner. Mr. P. 
ftates iti his preface; that ifeacouragement 
fhould arife, another volume of the fize 
of the prefent would contain the moft 
curious of the remaining portraits. It is 
much to be hoped that the completion of 
fo lnterefting and able a work will not be 
impeded by'the want of public patronage. 
ORIENTAL LiTERATURE.- —

Captain Scott, the ingenious tranfla- 
tor of F erifhta’s Hiftory of Dekkan, and 
of the reigns of the late Emperors of 
Hindooftan, has juft tranflated from the 
Perfic of Einaiut Oollah, an Oriental ro- 
mance entitled “* Bahar-Danufh, or the 
Garden of Knowledge :” in the preface td 
thefe volumes he acknowledges his pres 
dileCtion for hiftorical fubje&ts, and tells 
us that by the advice of his friends and 
his bookfeller he undertook the tranflation 
of a romance as more likely, from its 
amufing nature, to remunerate him by its 
extent of fale for the labor and expenfe 
of publication!” Until the honorable 
Eaft India Company,” fays he, *‘ or the 
Univerfity, fhall extend their patronage of 
Eaftern literature to at leaft the gratuitous 
printing of its tranflations, we muft not 
be furprifed at Perfian and Arabian ales 
from Orientalifts, who in general, cannot 
afford to wait the flow return of a /éra 
book.” Bahar Danuth abounds with he« 
roic atchievements, love intrigues, and 
marvellous adventures; the language and 
imagery have frequently all the glow 
and pomp of Oriental magnificence, 
Many excellent notes, illuftrative of ob 
{cure paflages, are added by the ingenious 
tranflator, to whom we are alfo indebted 
for an interefting volume of “ Tales, 
Anecdotes, and Letters, tranflated from 
the Arabic and Perfian,” in the feleétion 
of which are’ difplayed much judgment 
and rafte, and in the execution confiderable 
abilitiés. 

«© The Story of Al Raoni” is an Ara~ 
bian tale, mentioned in the preface to 
Vathek, tery charaéteriftic of Eaftern 
manners: it is tranflated into Englifh and 
German; the typography is beautrful. 

ToPpoGRAPHY AND ANTIQUITIES. 

‘‘ [ter Britanniarum; or- that part of 
the Itinerary of Antoninus which relates 
to Britain, with a new Comment by the 
Rev. THomas ReYnoLps, A. M.” 
The coinmentators who have attempted 
an explanation of this rer, at heaft of that 
part of it which relates to Britain, are nu- 
merous; although many, however, have 
incidentally touched upon it, not i. 
believe have exprefsly made it the fubjeét 
of inquiry, within the laft century, ex 
cepting Mr: Reynolds, who juftly con- 
ceives that the materials of eluc:dation are 
now more numerous than at any former 
period; many Roman antiquities, having 
been found in different parts of our, ifland, 
our maps being improved, and the di- 
ftances of towns being now accurately 
afcertained. With thefe advantages be- 
fore him, Mr. Reynglds engaged in the 
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undertaking which, fays he, “ proceeds 
on the found and excellent foundation 
which the former commentators had laid, 
and will not be found to differ from them 
but where they feem not to have had it in 
their power to reach the truth.” As to 
the exctution of this work, we are not 
competent to offer any opinion: it has 
been loofely praifed in one of our periodi- 
cal journals *; and in another, with much 
learning and much labor, feverely criti- 
cifed as an attempt which ‘fo rafhly made, 
todiflocate the whole body (as it were) of 
the Roman topographers in Britain, and 
to lead us back into the chaos from which 
we had emerged, required a ftrong hand 
of correction to baffle the attempt, and a 
keen fpirit of cenfure to reprobate the 
ratbnefs -.” 

«‘ Literary Antiquities of Greece; as 
developed in an attempt to afcertain 
Principles for a- new Analyfis of the 
Greek Tongue, and to exhibit thofe 
Principles as applied to the Elucidation of 
many Paffages in the ancient Hiftory of 
that Country, &c. by the Rev. PHILIP 
A.ttwoov.’ This is a moft curious 
and learned work, in which the author 
has fucceeded in the very arduous attempt 
of difpelling the cloud which hung over 
the early hiftory of Greece, and feemed to 
fhroud it with darknefs almoft innpene- 
trable: that country, he obferves, no lefs 
than Egypt, may be ftyled the Mother 
of Monfters: monfters which have pof- 
feffed. themfelves of the extenfive domains 
of me ges and effectually deterred the 
Jearned, till comparatively of late years, 
from any fuccefsful refearch, ‘It is 
with the view,” he continues, ** of ex- 
ploring fome tracks in thefe infefted re- 
gions, which the foot of difcovery has 
never trod; and of afcertaining more per- 
feétly the fituations and qualities of others 
which have been only fuperficially ob- 
ferved ; that I hawe ventured to digrefs 
from the ordinary paths of literature, and 
to attempt, by engaging fome of thefe 
terrific beings upon their own grounds, 
to oblige ther by force to relinquith their 

offeifions.” 
a degree of ftrength and prowefs in thefe 
conflicts equal to the bravery which 
prompted him to undertake them.

The Society of Antiquaries, in profe’ 
cution of their defign of publithing de. 
{criptions of the principal ancient churches 
of England, have given us * Some account 
of the Abbey-Church of Bath, itluftrative 
of the Plans, Elevations and Se@ions of 
that Building.” The Committee ap- 
pointed to condué this undertaking have 
fiated it as their opinion, that it would be 
more fatisfa€tory to fele&t fuch churches 
for their firft fpecimen, as gave examples 
of the different ftyles of building in dif- 
ferent ages, and of which at the fame 
time no good account was extant, than to 
follow any topographical or chronological 
arrangement. The firft, therefore, which 
they feleéted was the chapel of St. Ste- 
phen mm Weftminfter, as a fpecimen of the 
moft ornamental ftyle of architeéture in 
the time of Edward IIL. The cathedral 
of Exeter was next chofen, both as being 
of uncommon elegance in a plainer ftyle 
about the fame period, and as being wholly 
unpublifhed with the exception only of 
the great weft window. The Committee 
ftate that they have now feleéted for pub- 
lication the Abbey-Chapel of Bath, as 
being the laft building of any magnificence 
ere€ted in this country in a ftyle purely 
Gothic, and almoft the only one which re- 
mains exactly in the ftare m which it was 
originally defigned. In this work, which 
from the elegance and accuracy of its exe- 
cution does honor to the fociety, there are 
ten plates, to each of which is a copious 
and lucid explanation. 

_ The Rev. Joun Mriner has pub- 
lifhed * The Hiftory Civil and Eccle- 
fiaftical, and Survey of the Antiquities 
of Winchefter.” In this work the writer 
difplays a ftrange mixture of ignorance 
and learning, and unites the ftrong fenfe 
of a man with the ftupid credulity of a 
crone.

A_ refutation of 
this genealogy has been attempted by 
an anonymous writer in a Letter to Mr. 
Stuart, who in his turn has publifhed a 
“Supplement’’ to his former work, in 
reply to the anonymous Refutor. The 
few who feel interefted in this fubjeét 
will themfelves refer to the publication: 
although it is not for us to enter into the 
merits of the queftion we cannot avoid 
noticing in terms of fevcreft reprehenfion, 
the petulance, the vulgarity and mifrepre- 
fentation which difgrace the pages of this 
anonymous Genealogift. 
‘MEDICINE, &c. 

__Numerous as are the works perpetually 
ifuing from the prefs on this fubject, we 
have lately difcovered but very few which 
require to be noticed atany length. It

Pox is corroborative of its mildnefs, and of 
its efficacy in refifting the variolous con- 
gion. Dr. JENNER, to whofe ardent 
fbirit of inveftigation the public is under 
“uch deep obligations, has given us a

felative to the Variole Vaccine.” The 

ottor inftituted a freth feries of experi- 
Ments on this fubjeét in confequerce of 
¢ unfavorable reports concerning it 
Which had been made by, Dr. Wood-

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ville, whofe patients, it feems, had man 
of them puftules fcattered over the bod 4 
in fome of thefe moreover, the viittules 
were confluent, and in one inflance the 
patient died. On exanmning Dr. Wood- 
ville’s experiments, however, it appears 
that a confiderable number of his patients 
were inoculated with /mall-pox matter 
the third or fifth day after inferting the 
ichor of the vaccine! The patients there- 
fore having been infeéted with the fmall- 
pox, it is not wonderful that thofe who- 
were inoculated from them fhould receive 
the fame difeafe. Dr. Woodville’s prac-: 
tice, and that of the other gentlemen who 
have adopted this new inoculation -con- 
tinue we learn with unvaried and unequi-: 
vocal fuccefs. 

Dr. PEaRson’s * Obfervations on the 
Bilious Fevers of 1797, 1798, and 1799” 
do credit to his medical fagacity and mode 
of treatment, and will be read with much 
advantage by gentlemen of the profetlion. 

The fame may be faid of a ** Medical 
Praétitioner’s fhort Account of an infec- 
tious malignant Fever as it appeared at 
Uxbridge, &c.” In this litth traé the 
good effeéts of yeatt and vital air in the dif- 
ferent ftagesof the diforder are infitted on. 

Dr. ANDREE, has publifhed “ Some 
few Cafes and Obfervations on the Treat- 
ment of Fiftula in Ano, Mortifications, 
the Venereal Difeafe, and Striétures of 
the Urethra.” Although this work con- 
tains but little that is new, it may be read 
with advantage by ftudents in Surgery. 
We are happy to learn, from the Doc- 
tor’s practice, that an operation for the 
fiftula in ano, is by no means fo generally 
neceflary as we imagined: various me- 
thods of cure are detailed, which the Dac- 
tor fuccefsfully purfued without having 
recourfe to the knife. 

Dr. SUTTON, in his “ Confiderations 
refpeéting Pulmonary Confumptions,” is 
of opinion that the fource of this difeafe 
is really in the inteftines, and that the 
lungs futfer fecondarily : he fupports his 
opinion with fome degree of plaufability. 

Mr. Burn’s “ Anatomy of the Gra- 
vid Uterus” is fufficiently accurate: i 
cannot-be expected that a work om this 
fubje& fhould contain any novelty. Mir. 
SanDFoRD and Mr. Tweedie have 
both of them given us leétures: the 
former, gentleman in “ A few Practical 
Remarks on the Medicinal Effects of 
Wine aod Spirits,” the latter im his 
‘© Hints on Temperance and Exereife : 
thefe pamphlets though very ufeful and 
praifeworthy have very little novelty to 

recommend them. Mr, 





Mr. BELL has publithed the ¢dird part 
of his “ Syftem of Diffeétions:” this 
number contains diffeétions of the peri- 
nzum and the pelvis. The author de- 
feribes with much accuracy the mufcles 
and veflels of the perinzum and the parts 
contained in the pelvis, with the method 
and order of difleéting them: the piates 
like thofe of the former numbers are 
finifhed with much accuracy and neatiiefs. 

Dr. Row Ley has publifhed what he 
calls ‘* The moft cogent Reafons why 
aftringent Inje€tions, cauftic Bougies, and 
violent Salivations fhould be banifhed for 
ever from Praétice, &c.” This is a re- 
fpeétable publication, and certainly not 
the lefs fo, that the praétice which it in- 
culcates differs not materially from that 
of the generality of profeffors. 

Mr, James PARKINSoN, whofe Me- 
dical Admonitions we mentioned before, 
has publifhed a very ufeful littlg work, 
eutitled “* The Villager’s Friend and Phy- 
fician, &c. This familiar addrefs on the 
Prefervation of Health and the removal of 
Difeafe on its firft appearance, is fuppofed 
to be delivered by a country apothecary, 
who in the firft place lays down rules for 
attaining and promoting a healthy confti- 
tution, and afterwards defcribes in a clear 
and diftinét manner the fymptoms by 
which. the more ordinary difeafes may at 
firft be detected, and the remedies by 
which they may. moft fuccefsfully ‘be 
oppofed. 

Dr. HAyGARTH of Bath, in a pams 
phlet on-the fubjeét, proves, that the ap- 
plication of qwooden tractors, anfwers every 
purpotfe of the patent metallic ones. In 
thort, whatever effect has been produced 
in the courfe of their operation, is by 
him attributed folely to. the influence of 
imagination ! 

Dr. FoTHERGILL’s * Effay on the 
‘Prefervation of fhipwrecked Mariners, 
in Anfwer to the prize wig of the 
Humane Society,” if it affords but few 
erivinal fuggeftions is yet ufeful, as col- 
leéting in a fmall compafs thofe which 
were before fcattered in various publi- 
Cations. . 

. Dr. FERRIAR in his “ Effay” on the 

Digitalis purpurea, feems to be almoft as 
fanguine of its fuccefsful operation ina va- 
riety of cafes as Dr. Beddoes: we cannot 
fay that the perufal of the prefent ingeni- 
ous publication, has removed our doubts of 
its efficacy, of our fears of the dangerous 
confequences which might enfue Frain a 
general ufe of this deleterious drug. In 
real pulmonary confumption it is an ac- 


knowledged palliative of the fymptoms, 
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but does not feem efficacious as a cure ; 
on the contrary, although in a number of 
cafes the fymptoms were either abated or 

erhaps entirely removed ; the Doétor ac. 
Snows lade’ that the difeafe broke out 
again, and fometimes in a more violent 
and alarming manner. 

Dr. GIBBon’s ** Medical Cafes and 
Remarks,” are not particularly ftriking ; 
the volume confifts, of two parts :—I. On 
the good effgét of Salivation in Jaundice, 
arifing from Calculi:—II. On the free 
Ufe of Nitre in Hamorrhagy. 

A fecond volume has been publifhed 
of the “ Tranfactions of a Society for the 
Improvement of Medical and Chirurgical 
Knowledge :” this volume contains a great 
number of very curious cafes reported by 
Phyficians and Surgeons of the firft emi- 
nence; and has a lefs proportion of infig- 
nificant communication, than almoft any 
fimilar publication. The Society pub- 
lifhed their former volume in the year 
1793: if the fame fyftem of cautious de- 
lay were generally adopted,. the papers 
which are publithed by different Societies, 
would indeed be fewer, but certainly more 
feleét and valuable. 

The Medical and Phyfical Journal, 
conduéted by the Doétors Braptey, 
BatTTy, and NOEHDEN, is, we conclude, 
in the hands of every intelligent pradch- , 
tioner. 

The laft work which we have to men- 
tion is Mr. Epy’s * Plain and ufeful In- 
firuétions for the relief and cure of Rup- 
tures, &c. &c.” Mr. Edy it feems is a 
vender of elaftic truffes and other in- 
ftriments for the relief of deformed per- 
fons. 

VOYAGES TRAVELS AND TOURS. 

Under this head, the work which firft 
arrefts our attention is the account of 
‘<A Miflionary Voyage to the Southern 

Pacific Ocean, performed in the years 
1796, 1797, and 1798, in the fhip Duff, 
commanded by CaptainJAMES WILSON. 
Whatever may be the religious tenets of 
thofe who read this volume, it will be 1m- 
poffible. for them to withhold their admi- 
tation of the fincerity and zeal which they 
Miffionaries evinced, in performing 4 long 
and laborious. voyage, for the pee 
purpofe of imparting to unenlightene 
favages the bleflings of Chriftiamity 5 an! 
to the honor of thofe’ who embarked, } 
fhould be known that their conduét during 
the voyage was exemplarily ea 
whenever they landed, was acer 
mildnefs and moderation. That the : . 
fonarics fucceeded not completely 1 t™ 
object of their voyage is not furprizine 
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the Otaheitans, however benevolent and 
kind and docile, are ftill like the other 
i{landers attached to the cuftoms and fu- 
rftitions of their forefathers; nor can it 
be concealed that the Calviniftic doétrines 
which were inculcated, are of too gloomy 
and uninviting nature to feduce their re- 
lant affections.e The prefent voyage is 
compiled from the journals of the officers 
and miffionariés : the narrative of it is in- 
troduced by a preliminary difcourfe, con- 
wining a geographical and hiftorical ac- 
count of Oraheite, of the Society Iflands, 
of the Friendly Iflands, of Navigator's 
Ifland, of the Marquefas, &c. &c. &c. 
A letter of excellent inftruétion follows 
from the Dire€tors of the Society, to 
Captain Wilfon; and the body of the 
work is fucceeded by an Appendix, di- 
vided into fourteen fections, comprifing 
ay account of the inhabitants, religion, 
manners, natural hiftory, &c. of Otaheite ; 
and concluding with twenty-one articles 
of faith drawn up and fubfcribed by the 
Miffionaries. The volume is moreover 
illuftrated with maps, charts, and views, 
drawn by Mr. W. Wilfon, and engraven 
by fome of the moft eminent artifts. 

Mr. Coote, Chaplain to his Lordfhip, 
has publifhed the narrative of “ A Voy- 
age performed by the late Earl of Sand- 
wich round the Mediterranean, in the 
years 4738, and 1739, written by himfelf.” 
His Lordfhip when he commenced this 
voyage was only nineteen years of age; 
much folidity of remark therefore, or mi- 
nutenefs of, refearch were not to be 
expected : the prefent volume moreover, 
lofes much of its intereft from the long 
interval which elapfed between the voyage 
and the publication. His journal at the 
time muft have been extremely valuable, 
but the path which he trod has fince been 
fo repeatedly purfued by travellers of va- 
tious taftes and qualifications, that the new 
information imparted by the prefent pages 
is very inconfiderable. His Lordfhip is a 
lively and elegant writer, and feems even 
at the early age when this voyage was 
performed, to have taken a wide excur- 
lve range in the garden of Claffical Li- 
trature. The prefent-volume-is iluf- 
rated with a portrait of his Lordfhip and 
with feveral engravings of ancient build- 
‘ngs and inicriptions, and with a chart of 

‘scourfe. Mr. Coote has moreover pre- 
fixed Memoirs of the noble Author's 

f€: concerning the private portion of 
Which, his biographer has very prudently 
laid little. 

Major Symes has publifhed a very cu- 
Hous and interefling ** Account of an 


Embajfly to the kingdom of Ava, fent by 
the Governor General of India, in the 
year 1795.” The authority of the king- 
dom of Aya extends to the frontiers of 
the Engiith dominions in Bengal : it has 
now by right of conqueft added to itfelf 
the former fovereignties of Peyue and 
Siam, and the colleétive empire is called 
Birman, Some delinguents of the Bir- 
man empire having taken refuge neat 
Chittagong, the boundary of the Britith 
territories ;, the hayghty monarch, without 
foliciting their ceffion from the company, 
abruptly marehed an army into its diftriéts 
for the purpofe of. taking the fugitives in- 
to captivity. A difpute naturally enfued, 
which was amicably adjufted by the 
united fpirit and difcretion of General 
Erfkine. To prevent, however, for the 
future, any fuch unceremonious incur- 
fions, and to imprefs the mighty Emperor 
of Ava with jutt ideas of the power and 
amity of the Britith nation, as well as to 
fettle fome commercial tranfaétions, the 
Governor General, Lord Teignmouth, 
thought it expedient to fend a formal ém- 
baffy to the Birman court. Major Symes 
was the gentleman very wifely feleéted for 
this purpofe, and the pages before us ré- 
late, in an elegant and ftriking manner, the 
progrefs and reception of theembafly. Our 
knowledge of the vaftemptre of Ava has hi- 
therto been very imperfeét ; Major Symes, 
by that curiofity, and eagernefs for infor- 
mation, which, in conjunction.with other 
qualities, rendered him peculiarly proper 
to conduét the deputation, has now cor- 
reéted our geographical errors in regard 
to that kingdom, has increafed our ac- 
quaintance with its natural hiftory, aid 
given us much information as to the reli- 
gion of the Birmans, their various eftab- 
blifhments, civil, military and ecclefiaf- 
tical, their manners and cuftoms, as alfo 
the power and extent of the empire. 

In our lat Retrofpeé&, we mentioned 
that Dr. HunTeR had tranflated, witha 
rapidity that precluded correétnefs, So- 
nini’s Travels in Upper and Lower Egypt: 
a more labored and more accurate 
verfion has fince made its appearance in 
one {plendid quarto, by an anonymous 
writer, who, offended at the celerity of his 
rival's pen, indulges himfelf in language 
highly unbecoming and indecorous. On 
a comparifon of the two tranflations, the 
prefent is decidedly fuperior : the writer 
is far more intimately acquainted with 
the French language, than the Dottor, 
whofe mifconftruétions were very fre- 
quent and fometimes even ludicrous : and 


as a Natural Hiftorian, the fuperionity of 


if 
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the prefent tranflator is ftill more ftriking. 
The volume is illuftrated with many 
beautiful engravings, and with a map of 
the country. 

Familiar as weshave become with the 
‘Highlands of Scotland, by the reprefen- 
tation of various travellers; yet each fuc- 
ecflive tourift who rambles among thefe 
northern hills, prefents us with fome new 

ictures, or imparts to us fome new in- 
iasteitden, Dr. GARNETT, the Profef- 
for of Philofophy in the Royal Inftitution, 
kas highly gratified the public by his 
« Obfervations on a Tour through the 
Highiands, &c.”” It is impoffible to read 
this work without perceiving that the au- 
thor is a manof great tafte and fcience : his 
.defcriptions are remarkably elegant and 
difcriminative, ftriking, and fimple; and 
as a mineralogift, a botanift, and an anti- 
quary, he is equally entitled to great 
refpect. The volumes are illuftrated by a 
map and 52 plates, engraven in the man- 
ser of Aqustinta, from drawings taken on 
the fpot with great judgment, by Mr. 
Watts, a landfcape painter, who accom- 
‘panied the author in his tour. 

Mr. WicsTeEAp’s ‘ Remarks on a 
Tour to North and South Wales, in the 
year 1797,’ though not very ftriking in 
themfelves, are ufeful as explanatory of 
fome beautiful plates from Rowlandfon, 
Pugh, Hewitt, &c. 

“ The Cambrian Dire€tory, or curfory 
Sketches of the Welth Territories; with 
3 Chart comprehending in one View, the 
advifable Route, beft Inns, Diftances, &c.”’ 
is an ufeful companion to the tourift. 

Mr. Park’s ‘Travels in the interior of 
‘Africa, &c. and Mr, Bryan Edward’s 
“« Hiftory of the Britifh Colonies in the 
Weft Indies,” have both been abridged 
with much judgment from the original 
works: they are'moreover printed in a 
very neat ahd correct manner. 

A Tranflation has appeared from the 
French of M. de Laftenaye’s “ Ram- 
bles through Ireland.” M. de L. is an 
emigrant, who became a traveller and an 
author for the purpofe of fupport. It is 
creditable to the hofpitality of our Irith 
brethren, that this unfortunate wanderer 

-—moneylefs and on foot—during a ramble 
of fix months, was only under the necef- 
fity of lodging at an inn five times! Let 
ws never again hear repeated the flan- 
derous epigram of Shenftone. The ram- 
bles of M.de L. are written in a very 
lively ftyle, and evince, though not much 
folidity of judgment, confiderable acute- 
nefs of remark. 


AGRICULTURE, 

At the’ prefent period of an alarmin 
and jong continued fearcity, Agriculture 
is the fubjeét of all others which mog 
imperioufly demands attention: we are 
happy therefore to find that the Bath 
Society which for many years have with 
laudable and confpicuous zeal contributed 
towards its improvement by the publica. 
tion of their Memoirs, continue their 
exertions with unabated aétivitv, The 
have publifhed a ninth volume of “ Ler. 
ters and Papers, &c” which though fome- 
what lefs bulky than thofe which have 
preceded them, contains we think a far 
greater proportion of valuable and ufeful 
communications. There isan evil of great 
magnitude and importance, which feems 
to have efcaped the confideration of moft 
perfons who have written on agricultural 
fubjeéts, to which we would willingly call 
the attention of the fociety. Our farmers 
have of late years paid particular regard 
to the breed of their ftock, and numerous 
are the treatifes which have been written 
on the. beft proportioned limbs of fwine, 
of oxen and of fheep: it is to be lament- 
ed that after the exercife of fo much 
judgment in the fele€tion of flock, we 
employ fo little in the management of their 
difeafes. 1f a farmer has a cow or a bul- 
lock taken ili, he fends for the neareft 
leech in his neighbourhood ; a fellow who 
knows as much of the difeafes of animals 
as the beaft to which he is fent for: in- 
deed a fet of beings cannot be more 
deadly ignorant than thefe confequential 
gentlemen, who generally prefcribe a dink 
to the poor creatures, whatever be their 
fymptoms, or whatever their complaints. 
The veterinary art has been thought of fuf- 
ficient importance to be cultivated in this 
kingdom, and we cannot help wifhing that 
fome of our numerous agricultural Societies 
would form an inftitution for the regular 
inftruétion of perfons in the nofology of 
cattle. It would perhaps be confidered 
as a little infra dig. by the profeffion, or 
we fhould recommend to thofe many _vil- 
lage furgeons, who flave and toil from 
morning till night, and ride half over the 
country for a few fhillings, to offer their 
medical and phyfiological {kill to the far- 
mers in their neighbourhood ; many of 
them would make much better of thelt 
time than they do at prefent. We mercly 
give the hint : fat verbum. 4 

Mr. MARSHALL, whofe numerous a? 
ufeful publications on agricultural one 
have juftly entitled any fuggeftion cone 
may come from him to attention, has pud- 


lithed “ Propofals fos a Rural steallege

Mr. Mar- 
hall has given the public anew edition of 
sis “ Minutes, Experiments, Obferva- 
joos, and General Remarks on Agricul- 
wre in the Southern Counties ;” to which 
ire prefixed, a Sketch of what he deno- 
ninates the Vale of London, and an Out- 
ine of its Rural Ec onomy,now firtt pub- 
ifhed. 
rp? SoMERVILL®, in his ** Addrefs 
othe Board of Agriculture, on the Sub- 
wét of Sheep and Wool,” declared his in- 
ention of wearing cloth made of -Britith 
ool only ; and fpoke with fome oat 
sminft monopolies and other methods 
rich he fuppofed had raifed in an inor- 
tinate meafure the price of Spanifh wool ; 
ibferving, at the fame time, that Englith 
wol, with proper management, might be 
rendered of equal value with the Spanifh. 
Thefe remarks provoked an ananymous 
" Anfwer to Lord Somerville’s Addrefs,”’ 
lya gentleman who appears to he a clo- 
thier of Gloucefterfhire; who contends, 
tut the high price of Spanith wool is oc- 
toned, not by monopoly or other artifi- 
tal methods, but by the war with Spain :

Dr. NasmirH, in a charge delivered 
to the grand jury at the general quarter 
feflions of the peace for the Mle of Ely 
has confidered at large “* The Duties of 
Overfeers of the Poor, and the Sufficiency 
of the prefent Syftem of Poor-Laws.” 
Dr. N, is of opinion, that whatever abufes 
exift in the management of the poor, they 
are attributable, not to the infufficiency of 
the prefent laws, but to the negleét of 
them; confequently, that any new fta- 
tutes would be unnecefflary. Annexed to 
this Charge are fome Remarks on Mr. 
Saunders’s ** Obfervations on the Prefent 
State and Influence of the Poor Laws ;” 
a work which we noticed in terms of high 
refpe&t in a former Retrofpeét. Mr. 
Saunders differed fo diametrically from 
the prefent writer as to the efficacy of 
thefe laws, that he confidered moft of the 
evils, which are fo loudly complained of 
in the -management of the poor, to origi- 
nate in the nature of the overfeer’s office. 
Dr. Nafmith, in his Remarks, endeavours 
to invalidate the obje€tion of Mr. Saun- 
ders. However we may differ in opinion 
from the Doétor,: it is but juftice to fay, 
that his pamphlet evinces a great deal of 
judgment, much knowledge of his fub- 
jeét, and is written, in refpeét to Mr. 
Saunders, as becomes one gentleman when 
he differs in opinion from another. We 
are alfo’ indebted to Dr. Nafmith for an 
‘¢ Examination of the ‘Statutes now in 
force relating to the Affize of Bread;” 
with Remarks on the Bill intended to be 
brought into Parliament by the Country 
Bakers.” This like the former pam- 
phlet proclaims the writer to be a man of 
good fenfe and acute obiervation, 

An anonymous author has publithed 
fome very fenfible and judicious * Obfer- 
vations on the Office of Conftable, with 
a view to its Improvement.”

Mr, Esprnasseé has publifhed a fecond 
volume of ‘* Reports,” &c. from Eafter 
term 1796, to Hilary term 1799. 

Mr. DonNISON, Roper’s * Treatife 
upon the Law of Legacies,” is a book of 
neceflary reference; the fame may be faid 
of Mr. T1pp’s ** Praétical Forms,” which 
is to be confidered as.an appendix to the 
author’s Book of Praétice of the Courts 
of Great Britain. 

New editions have appeared of feveral 
law works:, ** The Crown Circtit Com- 
panion;’’ the “ Reports of Sir Edmund 
Saunders;”- Mr. Powewu’s ‘+ Treatife

H. BEatTir, 
A.M. with an Account of his Life and 
Character, by James Beattie, LL.D. with 
a fecond Title, giving it as Volume II. of 
Beattie’s Poems.”’ We confider the au- 
thor of the Minftrel as one of the mot 
chafte and elegant poets of the prefent 
day ; and from the {pecimens given in the 
prefent volume, it might have been ho 
that Mr, J. Beattie, with the advantage 
of fuch an inftruétor, would in time have 
emulated his father’s cglebrity. This 
amiable young man, however, was fum- 
moned awey at the agé. of .twenty-two, 
leaving behind him, uncorreéted, thofe 
mifcellaneous marks of genius, which the 
affliéted father, with a partiality not to be 
cenfured, has thought worthy to be pub- 
lifhed in conneétion with his own elegant 
effufions. The volume*now prefented to 
the public confifts of various pieces, Latin 
and Englith, fome in verfe, fome in profe, 
fome humorous, and fome grave. They 
certainly: .fhow confiderable abilities, 
though we.cannot confider them as en- 
titled to fo high a rank on our fhelves as 
Dr. Beattie has raifed them, by uniting 
them with his own compofitions. : 

Mrs. Mownrortsu’s. .‘ Enchanted

more. Of the prefent poem we may 
truly fay, that-it abounds with accurate 
and minute defcription ; the perufal of it 
will gratify thofe who have a tafte for 
poctry, and are not infenfible of the charms 
of nature. 

Mr. Maurice has _ publifhed his 
“Poems, Epiftolary, Lyric, and Elegia- 
cal.” Some of thefe we-noticed as they 
feparately made their appearance. Mr. 
'M. has a lively fancy and a copioufnefs- 
of expreflion : we are pleafed to fee col- 
le&ted in one volume thefe ftattered effu- 
fions of his genius. 

Mr. PyBus—one of the Lords Com- 
miffioners of the Treafury—has addrefied 
to his Imperial Majefty Paul Emperor of 
of all the Ruffias, a magnificent folio ve- 
lume full of verfes, called the ‘* Sove- 
reign.’ Whether this rhyming Com- 
miffioner intends to offer his fervices as a 
poet-laureat to the Emperor of all the 
Ruffias, we know not; but really the 
fpeculation would not be a bad one, as the 
prefent fpecimen of his abilities would 
fpeak very highly in his favor.

The knell of the eighteenth century, 
however, has been rung in a tone tru y 
fad and funereal by the Poet Laureat, in 
his ‘* Carmen Seculare’ for the Year 
1800,” which Mr. Pye, in an abfurd 
and Ree Boe or as endeavours to 
prove'is the beginning of the new cen- 
ae Where a man is obliged to com- 
pofe an annual ode on a barren fubjeét, ke 
is to be commiferated; but as the Poet 
Laureat has here volunteered his fervices, 
there is nothing unmerciful in giving an 
opinion on the merits of his performance. 
Obfcurity, metaphyfical confufion, hyper- 
bole, frequent and tirefome perfoninica- 
tion and affeéted phrafeology, are the cha 
ra€teriftics of this adulatory ode. 

Mr. Du Bors’ « Wreath,” confifts of 
‘** Seleétions from Sappho, Theocritus, 
Bion, and Mofchus, accompanied by a 
Profe Tranflation with Notes ; to wbich 
are added, Remarks on Shakelpearjfen 
a Comparifon between Horace and -Lu- 
cian.” Mr. Du Bois, according with 
Mr. Cowper in opinion, that a juft tranf- 
lation of ‘any ancient poem in rhyme is 
impoffible, ‘has given us a verfion, almoft 
literal, of the beautiful remains of thofe 
minor poets. It. muft be acknowledged 
that the language of the prefent tranfla- 
tion is remarkably fmooth and polifhed; 
but in the transfufion of fuch exquifite 
poetry into profe-—into plain profe—the 
{pirit of the original is confiderably eva- 
porated. We have read poetical tranfla- 
tions of the minor poets, both of Greece 
and Rome, which, though lefs correct 
than the prefent, Ziave far more attractive 
charms for us. fe 

We have perufed the fourth edition of 
Mr. GisBoRNe’s “ Waiks in a Foreft,” 
with much delight. The author has 
made a variety of correCtions, occafionally 
expanding his defcriptions, occafionally 
compreffing them,” and almoft in every 
inftance improving the effeét. The addi- 
tions are numerous and beautiful, and the 
whole poem has now nega a polith 

ich muft enhance us value. 
w Mr. Donoccurer’s ,* Effay on the 
Paffions, aod other Poems,” difplay er 
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and talents, which if chaftifed and culti- 
vated might produce works of feperior

** Cecco’s Complaint, tranflated from I! 
Lamento di Cecco da Varlungo of Fran- 
cefco Beldovini, by JouN HunTeEr, Efq. 
The tranflator of this poem, fo juftly -ad- 
mired in the original, feems completely to 
have entered into the fpirit of the author, 
and has related the ftory of poor Cecco 
with much fimplicity and effcét. 

*¢ The Links o' Forth ; or a Parting Peep 
at the Carfe o’ Stirling : a Plaint, by HEc- 
TOR MacKNEIL, Efq.” This gentleman 
is the author of the “ Hiftory o’ Will and 
Jean,” and the ** Waes 0° War,” two 
poems, which for fimplicity and pathos 
have not been equalled fince the days of 
poor Burns: It is fufficient to fay, that 
the prefent defctiptive little poem does no 
difcredit to the author’s fame. 

* The Parith Prieft” is a tranflation 
by the Rev. DAwson WARREN, with 
feveral alterations, of a Latin poem, en- 
titled Sacerdos Parcecialis Rufticus, writ- 
ten by the Rev. JouN BuRTON: we have 
frequently feen the character and occupa- 
tion of a parith pricit exhibited in a more 
lively,.and interefting manner, 

Mr Roscoe has publifhed a fecond 
_ edigion of his “ Nurfe,” to which is pre- 

fixe. an original “ Infcription” of much 
beanty. 

The readers of 

NoveLs AND ROMANCES 
muft excufe us if we content ourtfelves with 
the fimple enumeration of fome of thote 
which have lately been publifhed: ** Mar- 
daunt”™ is written by the author of Zeluco; 
and in almoft every refpeét is worthy to 
be the acknowledged produétion of Dr. 
Moore ; we fayin almcf every relpect, 
becaufe grammatical negligences and the 
introduétion of vulgarifms are wholly un- 
worthy of fuch an author. The prefent 
volumes exhibit- fketches of life, charac- 
ters, and manners, in various countries, in 

a moft lively way, and demonftrate that 
the author has ftudied the human character 
with no common fuccefs. 

«The Abbefs” is a high-flown romatce 
by the avowed author of the Shakefpeare 
Papers. 

‘ *é Douglas, or the Highlander,” is the 
produétion of Dr. Bissr 1, the biographer 
of Burke : it is a very poor and a ver 
fervile imitation of Tom Jones. As it has 
of late years become the fafhion to expofe 
the fancied tendency of any political gpi- 
nions, by extravagantly caricaturing them 
in the delineation of fome promivent cha- 
rafters, Dr. B. has taken this cpportunity 
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of holding up to ridicule the jacobins and 
modern philofopheis; it will be acknow- 
ledged, however, that he is not a very 
fuccefsful caricaturift. 

“The Natural Daughter, wich portraits 
of the Leadenhead Family,” by Mrs. Ro- 
BINSON, we cannot fpeak of in terms of 
high commendation ; it is ‘interfperfed 
however, with fome pieces of truly ele- 
gant poetry. 

Mr. Smiru’s “ Family Story,” though 
not very ftriking as a compofition, has a 
moral tendency which does credit to the 
author, ard will enfure a reception for his 
volumes into many families from which 
works of higher genius are often very 
juftly excluded. 

The author of “ A Piece of Family 
Biography,” has produced a novel which 
has a large fhare of excellence, and no 
fmall one of defeéts: he feems to have 
been an acute and fagacious obferver of 
manners and charaéters, and fome of thofe 
which he has introduced are remarkably 
well drawn. The perpetual attempts at 
wit and humour, however, are tirefome, 
and the difplay which the author has Jabo- 
rioufly made of his claffical acquirements 
and extenfive reading, expofes him to the 
charge of vanity: the defcriptive portion 
of thefe volumes is mafterly. We under- 
ftand the author to be Mr. Du Bors, 
whofe Wreath formed with the unfading 
flowers of Greece, we have noticed in the 
prefent compendium. 

Mr. LaTuom has written.a novel in 
two volumes, entitled ** The Myftery.” 
This gentleman in his “ Men and Man- 
ners” gave us reafon to hope that he would 
become a reputable author, we cannot fay 
that our expeétations are ftrengthened by 
the prefent produétion. 

Mr. WiL11am’s * Fitzmaurice,’ Mr.

We are obliged to give the fame opinion 
of Kotzebue’s ** Poverty and Noblenefs of 
Mind,” which has been tranflated by Mrs. 
GESWEILER, and adapted to the Englifb 
flage by PaincE Hoare, with the title 
altered to Sighs, or the Daughter.” 

Mr. CuMBERLAND has alfo adapted 
to the Englith ftage, a noify buftling 
drama from the fame untired author, en- 
titled “* Joanna of Montfaucon,” a roman- 
tic tale of the fourteenth century. 

“© The Siege of Cuzco” is a tragedy by 
Mr. SoTHEBY, the elegant tranilator of 
Oberon : the conteft for the poifeffion of 
Cuzco between Almagroand Pizarro forms 
the fubje&t of this drama, which, from its 
deficiency of incident, and its obfcurity of 
language, confiderably difappoints our ex- 
pectation. 

“ The Tournament,” a tragedy, by 
MARIANA STARKE, Is an elegant imita- 
tion from the celebrated drama ‘‘ Agnes 
Bernauer.” 

Mr. HoLMAN has founded on the Rob- 
bers of Schillei, a play which he has called 
“ The Red-crofs Knights ;”’ this is a moft 
mercilefs mutilation. 

‘““ The Eaft Indian,” a comedy, was 
written by Mr. Lewis before he was fix- 
teen years of age: the public’ has had 
fenfe enough to defpife it.

Mr. NonTHMORE of Cleve, has pub-

We canrot fay fo much of ‘* Conver- 
fations and amufing Tales,” pompouily 
** offered to the public for the youth of

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Great Britain,” in a quarto volume, ptice : 
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Dr. CHAPMAN has publithed an ufefiil 
** Abridgement of Mr. Ruddiman’s Rudi- 
ments and Grammar of the Latin tongue,” 
&c. to which he has prefixed a ihort voca- 
bulary, Englith and Latin, 

Mr. Lyon, teacher of Hebrew, to the 
Univerfity of Cambridge, has publithed on 
one large fheet, “* A compendious He- 
brew grammar,” exhibiting at one view 
upwards of 200 of the moft effential rules, 
ulluftrated with accurate tables, in order 
to facilitate the ftudy of the facred lan- 
guage. 

The Rev. Ricwarp Cappick has 
alfo endeavoured to exhibit “ Hebrew 
made eafy ;” he has rendered his grammar 
conformable to the Latin by declining the 
Hebrew nouns with fix cafes. 

Mr. Cr4BB’s “Complete Introduétion 
to the Knowledge of the French Lan- 
guage,” does not appear to have much 
advantage over thofe which have preceded 
ft. 

The Rev. Don Fer. FERNANDEZ has 
facilitazed the acquifition of the Spanith 
language by the publication of “‘ Exercifes” 
on the rules of its conftruétion, confiftin 
of paffiges extraéted from: the beft au- 
thors, with references to the rules of the 
Spanifh grammar. 

** An Experiment in Education made at 
the Male Alylum of Madras,” &c, by the 
Rev. ANDREW BELL: this little book,

He then gives 
a curfory but interefting account of the 
Aborigines of the country, together with 
its animal and vegetable produétions. 
Mary fubfequent chapters are’ employed 
in enumerating the purchales of the firk 
fettlers, their feveral wars with the In- 
dians, their progrefs in the organization 
of a regular government, and their various 
improvements from 1630 to 166s, the 
period of union between Connecticut and 
New Haven. From this time ts given 
the civil and political hiftory of the State 
to the year 1713, with which the volume 
clofes; the ecclefiattical hiftory of Con- 
ne¢ticut and New Haven, both antecedent 
and fubfequent to the union, very pro- 
perly occupying diftiné& chapters of the 
work.

lefs fpirit of enterprife in fome Tartar 
families might tempt them to migrate to 
the: neareft ifland, and proceed from one 
to another till they reached the coaft of 
America. Dr. Barton, a very eminent 
naturalift, has it feems for feveral years 
devoted his attention to the prefent fub- 
foe his opinion is, that. fimilitude of 
anguage forms the beft ground for des 
ciding on the affinity of nations. Dr, 
Robertfon (who in his hiftory of Ame- 
rica has incorporated a fhort difquifition 
on the probable origin of its population) 
juftly we think-obferves, that the refem- 
blance of manners, or of religious rites, 
between two tribes is very infufficient te 
authorize a conclufion that they were 
originally conneéted or derived from the 
fame ftock. ‘ The charaéter and occu 
pations of the hunter in America,” fays 
he,- ** muft be little different from thofe 
of an Afiatic, who depends for fubfiftence 
on the chace. A tribe of favages on the 
banks of the Danube mutt nearly refemble 
one upon the plains wafhed by the Miffif- 
fippi.  Inftead then of prefuming on this 
fimilarity, that there is any affinity be- 
tween them, we fhould only conclude, 
that the difpofition and manners ef men 
are formed by their fituation, and arsfe 
from the ftate of fociety in which they 
live.’ Dr. Barton, though he feems to 
pay rather more attention than Dr. R. 
to thefe circumftances, yet as was before 
obferved, confiders fimilitude of language 
as the beft criterion of affinity: he has 
therefore with great labor and perfe- 
yverance colleéted words from the Indian 
and Tartarian languages, and formed @ 
catalogue of the dialects. The refult of 
his arduous refearch is an opinion, that 
all the natives of America except the 
Efquimaux are nearly akin to the natives 
of Siberia: this point he ts folicitous to 
prove, and_ he thinks it 1s eftablithed by 
the fimilitude of their vocabularies.

Gentleman to his Friend.” The author 
of this defcription is Mr. CHARLES WIL- 
LIAMSON, a gentleman of hiyh refpe€étabi- 
lity, whole refidence in the country which 
he defcribes has given him an opportunity 
of being acquainted with every circum- 
fiance relative to its fettlement and fitu- 
ation. An attempt was made in 1789 by 
Mr. Phelps; to obtain a fettlement in the 
Genefee country; but little was efleéted 
till the year 1798, when an Englifh gen- 
tleman having become the purchafer of the 
tract, vifited it in perfon, and projeéted a 
plan of fettlement which has been pro- 
fecuted with vigor and fuccefs from that 
timé to the prefent. The town of Bath, 
we are informed, comprehending a diftriét 
of eight miles, contained in the year 1796 
too inhabitants, two fchools, one grift- 
mill, and two taw-mills. A printing-of- 
fice was eltablifhed in the town, and a 
news-paper, entitled the ** Bath Gazette,” 
publithed weekly, which in fix months 
was taken by a thoufand fubfcribers ; ano- 
ther paper. is alfo publithed in the Gene- 
fee, entitled the ** Ontario Gazetie.”” The 
fame year a floop of forty tons was launch- 
ed on the Genelee lake. The climate of 
the Genefce country is reprefented as re- 
markab!y genial and the foil peculiarly pro- 
life : ** thofe parching heats that on the 
fouth fide of the Alleghany mountains 
feem to dry up every particle of nourifh- 
ment from the plants, are never known,” 
fays Mr. Williamfon, ** in this country : 
wi almott every inftance, a hot day is fuc- 
ceeded by a plentiful fhower, which pre- 
ferves throughout the fummer a conitant 
verdure, and affords to us the fineft paf- 
tures and meadows on the continent.” 
The face of the country, is not, it feems, 
as has been erroneoutly reprefented, flat 
and level, full of fwamps and ftagnant 
avater, but on the contrary it abounds with 
yentle fwellings of the land, running moft 
frequently from north to fouth, the inter- 
mediate {paces affording meadow-land, and 
yenerally a {mall ftream of water. From 
the ignorance of the firit ferrlers, it was 
fuppofed that this fort of lauti was barren, 
and confequently bur of little value: ne- 
ceflity, however, drove fome of them to 
the cultivation of it, and a good crop dif- 
appointed their fears, and in ** numbertefs 
inftances they have continued to reap plen- 
tiful crops every year for feveral years 
pat.’’ This kind of land. fays the author, 
which fix yeurs ago would not have fold 
for a quarter of a dollar an acre, is now 
reckoned cheap at ten dollars per acre. 
' The very rapid progreis towards plenty 
aad improvement, which is obfervable in 
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the Genefee country, muft be 4; 
ful to the tiadties. of eve py Lb nn 
a {park of philanthropy in his bofom : and 
we are indebted to Mr. Williamfon for di.

BIOGRAPHY. 

Dr. JEREMY BELKNAP wasa divine 
of confiderable eminence and re{pedtability 
on the other fideof the Atlantic; he wrote 
a hiftory of New Hamphhire, and after. 
wards, indulging his tafte for ancient re. 
fearch, publithed a volume of * American 
Biography, or a Hiftorical Account of 
thofe Perions who have been diftinguithed 
in America, as Adventurers, Divines, 
Warriors, Authors, and other remarkable 
Characters, comprehending a recital of the 
Events connected with their Lives and 
Aétions.” A fecond volume ‘has lately 
made its appearance ; the author had jut 
prepared it for the prefs when his labors 
were terminated by death. The firft vo- 
lume of this work opens with a prelimi- 
nary differtation on the ‘ circumnavigation 
of Africa by the ancients, and its probable 
confequence, the population of fome part 
of America.”” This differtation is followed 
by a chronological detail of adventures and 


difcoveries made by the European natives — 


in America, before the eftablithment of the 
Council of Plymouth in 1620. The body 
of the work contains the biographical 
fketch of thirty-one different perfonages, 
fome of whom do not feem entitled to have 
been placed on the lift from any peculiat 
qfiblicity or eminence in their charaéters; 
ftil], however, the narrative of their lives 
has given birth to the relation of fome 
hiftorical events which makes the article 
at once amufing and ipftruétive.

Mr. Apiex Howmes, A.M. 
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hthed “ The Life of Ezra Stiles, D. D,

te.” Prefident Stiles, a man fo diftin- 
guithed for his moral and intelle€tual ac- 
quirements, has here found a biographer 
in every refpect qualified for the tafk of 
recording his charaéter. Mr. Holmes was 
dlofely conneéted with the fubjeé&t of his 
biography, and had the additional advan- 
tage of poffefling the whole of his manu- 
feripts: many materials are thus furnifhed 
for a more faithful delineation of his cha- 
raéter than could have been colleéted by 
any other means; and the work is alto- 
gether valuable-as exhibiting an interefting 
picture of piety and benevolence, of in- 
duftry, learning, and docility.

Mr. NATHAN STRONG, paftor of the 
North Prefbyrerian church in Hartford, 
has publifhed a volume of ** Sermons on 
various Subjects, Doétrinal, Experimen- 
tal, and Praétical.” They are not remark- 
able for originality of thought or purity of 
diction: they contain fome ftrong reafon- 
ing however in defence of the author’s pe- 
a i cenens and breathe a {pirit 
of piety and goodnefs. 

_ The “Sermons of Dr. SamuEL STAN- 
HOP’ SMITH, Prefident of the College of 
New Jerfey,” are profeffedly decorated 
with all the flowers of oratory which the 
reverend writer could colleét: the colors 
of fome are beautiful and delicate, of others 
flaring and obtrufive ; the effect of the 
whole is a fortof gaudinefs which it is 
prefumed will not generally pleafe. The 
author has taken for his model in thefe 
compofitions the French preachers who 
flourithed at the clofe of the laft and be- 
gioning of the prefent century; it would 
be flattery however, to fay that he equals 
thein in the pathes and fervor of his ftyle :

We are 
truly happy to view the labors of this fo- 
ciety, and to remark that, far from fainting, 
they every day grow ftronger and mort ar- 
dent in the purfuit of knowledge. In the 
prefent volume are 76 effays on various 
fubjeéts, -but chiefly on thofe of a phyfi- 
cal and mathematical nature. Dr. Busu- 
NEL is the author of one (which it is to 
be feared will excite tco much attention 
** On the Genial Principles and Con- 
ftruction of a Submarine Veffel.” The 
fole object of this invention is a warlike 
one! Several experiments haye been 
tried with this fecret engine of deftruc- 
tion, which give reafon to apprehend that 
it may be carried to a pitch of fatal im- 
provement. 

" & Exfays and Notes on Hufbandry and 
Rural Affairs, by 2: B. BoRDLEy.” 
The vaft extent of fertile foil which 
America contains, and the, difficulty fo 
commonly lamented of procuring hands 
for cultivation, loudly call for attention to 
agricultural concerns: it is but wirhin 
a few years that agriculture has been jlx- 
died in cur own country, where the varie- 
ties of foil and climate prefent no difficul, 
ties comparable with thofe which muft 
arife from, the infinite. diverfity of them 
on the continent of America, where the 
rude ftate of agriculture has been con- 
ftantly remarked by European travellers. 
Mr. Bordley has called the attention 
of his countrymen to this very important 
fubjeét ; and though his volume prefents 
but’ little novelty. to us who. have ad- 


_ vanced fo many fteps before our tranfat- 


antic brethren; yet muft it be confidered 
by them, as it really and intrinfically is, a 
very valuable work. . The prefent publi- 
cation confifts of effays, written at different

fophy. 

It will be fufficient to enumerate a few 
of thefe. Dr. Samuge. L.Mitcuiiy’s 
“* Addrefs to the City of New. York on 
the twenty-third anniverfary of American 
Independénce,”’ is an admonitory difcourfe, 
of much merit. The author enlarges to 
his audience on the charaéteriftic traits of 
republican governments—the Virtues and 
the vices by which they are commonly 
diftinguifhed, and confequently recom- 
mends the encouragement of the formerand 
the repreffion of the latter. Mr, Lewis, 
a tutor of Yale College, has publithed an 
Oration on the fame patriotic feftival; as 
have Mr. Brown of Hartford, Mr. 
Quincy of Bofton, Mr. Daceer, of 
New Haven, Mr. Lovett, jun. of Baf- 
ton, &c. &c. &c. 

To the facred memory of George 
Wathington, the founder and the father of 
his country, many a tribute of eloquence 
‘has. been paid: the emulation is honor 
able, who fhall beft defcribe, the charaéter, 
and record the virtues of that great man, 
‘¢ over whofe tomb,”’ it has been elegantly, 
obferved, “the fpell of party is diffolved;

Mr. NoaH WEBSTER, a gentleman

m This work,” fays M. Bertrand, 
*¢ ts deftined for the ufe of thofe, who 
are pleafed to afcend from effeéts to caufes : 
they. will here behold a multitude of faéts 
pais in review before them; feleéted for 
the moft part from the travels of the ce- 
lebrated Savffure, in the Alps.’? The 
author confiders the earth as compofed of 
Jrata, formed from the refiduum of veges 
tables of all kinds, during the interval 
between the different inundations that 
have oecurred ; for, according to his fyf- 


tem, the whole earth has been covered 


fucceifively with water. 


He attempts to refute the theory of 


Leibnitz, relative to the caufes that have 
led to the prefent ftate of our planet; he 
alfo difcuffes the opinions of Buffon, Sauf- 
fure and Deluc, concerning the manner 





in which the waters have recedéd from 
the land, and concludes that it has been 
at once fudden and violent.

‘redit to them, Maina is on! y peopled with 

‘rocious and inhofpitable robbers; and 
they confound the inhabitants of C ape 
2 Tatapan called Portecailloites, with the 
her Mainotes, whe ftill retain their pa- 
“larchial manners, and confequently the 
Yutues of the Homeric age, 
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It was in the power, we are told, of 
recks alone, in confequence of their 
knowledge of -the cuftoms and manners 
of their country, to diffipate thefe errors, 
and fill up the chafms in the hiftory of 
modern Greece. This is the tak, which 
Dimo and Nicolo ‘Stephanopoli have im. 
pofed upon themfelves, and their account 
falls the two volumes now before us. 
Dimo Stephanopoli fet out from Paris, 
on the 2d Floreal, of the fifth ear (1797) 
accompanied by one of his friends, and 
arrived foon after at Leghorn, whence he 
fent for three of hisnephews from Corfica. 
With thefe he vifited Venice, then failed 
for Rovigno, and was in danger of being 
put to death by a body of Sclavonians, 
whom the French had banifhed from the 
Adriatic. At Sebbenico, they were alfo 
on the point of being maffacred, and at 
Lefina, Dimo was feized and imprifoned. 
He was releafed however from captivity, 
by the good bifhop of Lefina, who ran- 
fomed him from the Sclavonians, after 
which he immediately repaired to Italy, 
and at Milan had a conference with 


Bonaparte, who employed him on a 


miffion to Albania and the Morea. He 
defciibes the ftyle in which that vic- 
torious general then lived, as fimple in the 
extreme, and particularly remarks the 
toaft given after dinner, * to the re-cftab- 
lifhinent of a republic in Greece!” He 
found Cephalonia in the poffedfion of «he 
French, affifted in planting the tree of- 
liberty in the capital, and beheld, no doube- 
with ecftafy, the four follewing fentences, 
one of which was infcribed on each fide 
of the barrier that enclofed the emblem 
of freedom: ' ;

A few hours fail, brought him to the 
of Marathonice, where he landed; 
and was hofpitably received by the Mai- 
notes, to. one of whom he affirmed, “¢ that 
Bonaparte, after fourteen battles, and as 
many viétories, was at that moment ne- 
gotiating peace under the walls of Vien- 
nat” He at the fame time prefented a let- 
ter to one of the Beys, addreffed “ to the 
chief of the free people of Mainotes 3” 
but as this perfonage did not underftand 
the French language, Dimo immediately 
sranflated it into modern Greek, and it 
was: found to contain many handfome 
compliments to the defcendants of the Spar- 
tans. After vifiting all the antiquities in 
the neighbourhood, and copying every in- 
fcription, worthy of being particularized, 
Stephanopoli inquired into the ftate of 
morals, and found that thefe confifted 
lefs in precepts than examples : in the 
courfe of his refearches, he difcovered a 
kind of moral and political catechifm, 
which, in point of laconifm at leaft, is 
worthy of the ancient Spartans. Here 
follows a tranflation of a few of the quef- 
tions with their anfwers :

ilty excefles that have {prung out of it. 
i her lover, on the contrary, is a 
young nobleman, living on the left bank 
of the Loire: He eafily prevails on her 
parents to appiove of his addreffes; but at 
the very moment when the marriage is 
about to be folemnized, the neighbouring 
peafantry recur to arms, and, breaking out 
in open rebellion againft the government, 
force him to become their leader. Af- 
frighted at the probable cataitrophe, both

At length however he is 
affailed in his retreat by a body of foldiers, 
who feize and deliver him up to the laws, 
in confequence of which he is fentenced to 
be hanged ; and it is then, and then only, 
that he admits the life of a free-booter to 
be immoral! Being entircly deftitute of 
narrative, which is the foul of this fpecies 
of compofition, the ~prefent work is. of 
courle dull and infipid.

This romance or poem in profe, breathes 
nothing but virtue, humanity, piety, 
and grandeur of mind. With refpeét to 
the morality indeed, it may be piaced by 
the fide of Telemachus ; but it ought not 
to be omitted that the leffons it contains 
are neither fo inftruétive nor fo affecting, 
nor fo univerfal in their application. The 
ftyle is in general correét, but ic is defici~ 
ent in grace, and at times replete with af- 
fectation, as may be feen in the following 
paffage. “ Aurora, furrounded by lillies 
and by rofes, wifhed to fhed health and 
fragrance among mortals; but they were 
ftiil fabjeét to the empire of fleep, and 
therefore defpifed the gifts of the goddefs, 
who reddening with thame precipitated 
herfelf towards the welt * This is not the 
ancient fimplicity fo admirably imitated 
by Fenelon.

tory. The author introduces an antiquary, 
as one of Rolando’s companions, who de-

12 mo, 
The author of this novel has already dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf by feveral dramatic 
compofitions, particu:arly ** La Femme 
jaloufe,” acomedy in five aéts, written 
like fome of the theatrical productions of 
eur Dryden in verfe. He has alfo pre- 
fented the public with two other viz. 
«© Tom Jones & Londres,” -and * Tom 
Jones et Feliamar,’’ which have been fre- 
quently performed at the Italian theatre in 
Paris, where Desforges himfelf was 
formerly an aétor. ~The prefent work is 
preceded by a ‘* Treatife on Romance,” 
in which the author-has defienated the 
various claffes, and pointed out the mafter- 
pieces that have appeared in all the dif- 
ferent kinds of compofition. In refpeét 
to the plot of the prefent work, it is far 
too complicated for us to enter into the 
different details; it may not be unneceflary, 
however to ftate, that one of the principal 
perfonages is a cruel ftep-mother, who 
after murdering the former wife of her 
hufband, endeavours to poifon his fon! 
The hero and heroine are Edward and 
Arabella, the latter,of whom its refcued 
from a ravifher by her lover, when only 
nine years of age, andthis ravifher proves 
two be her own coutfin difguifed like a 
negro! After a variety of improbable ad- 
ventures, a marriage as ufual enfucs, and 
we are affured that a long interval of plea- 
fure and delight awaits the happy pair.

Ir may be ne 
ceflary however to oblerve, that a my 
korvhts of Swabia had formed a fociet 
under the name of the Lion, intended to 
protect the widow and the orphan. It js. 
the hiftory of this fociety, from the perjod 
that the principal hero is received into it 
until the deftruction ef both, that cop. 
ftitutes the narrative. This event is oc- 


‘cafioned by the jealoufy of another order 


of chivalry, which finds means by the 
introduction of certain falfe bretbren, to 
effect the abolition and extinétion of the 
whole, One of the chief events is the 
journey of the princtpal knights to the 
Holy Land, which of courfe produces a 


variety of great and unfortuvate exploits, : 


The Chevaliers never arrive im any coun 
try where the fame of their aétions has 
not already preceded them, and they never 
attain a fuperior rank without facing dan- 
gers that would appal the ftouteft foldier 
of the prefent day, In the original, the 
monks are treated as a defpicable and un- 
neceffary order; as the drones of fociety, 
who eat the honey they do not earn; but 
thefe circumftances are palliated here, and 
they are even mentioned with refpect. 
The work itfelf, appears to have been 
written by fome emigramt, who perhaps 
imagines that fanaticifm and fuperitition 
are conneéted with his own caufe. 
THE DRAMA.

« [a Conjuration de Fiefque,” “ L’ Amour 
et {ntiigue,” and ‘* Don Carlos, Infant 
d’Efpagne.” The firft of thefe which had 
before been adapted to the French tafte, 
and even to French poetry, is about to be 
performed at the Théaire de la Repubsique. 
The beauties arifing from fituation, the 
elevation of character, the fire of fentiment, 
the force of exprefhion; in fhort, every 
thing that ufually characterifes and diftin- 
guithes the vigoious and original paint- 
ings of the author is to be found in this 
drama. 
In bis RobJers, he has exhibited a fpe- 
cimen of the monftrous excefles which a 
man of a f2nguine temperament, and a bold 
charaéter can commit, when forced by the 
injuftice of his equals to fhake off the yoke 
of focial laws; in his Fre/ce on the con- 
trary, he prefents us with a finifhed model 
of cunning and intrigue. This is nat an 
ordinary confpirator whom Schiller has de- 
pitted; he is a young man poiffeffed of 
great talents and furrounded by luxuries 
of every kind, whofe mind is neverthelefs 
occupied in preparing the moft important 
events. ‘“* L'amour & Intrigue’’ (Love 
and Intrigue), on the other hand, prefents 
the pitture of a continual ftruggle between 
the ambition of an old courtier, and the 
love of a young man, devoted to his paf- 
fons. A powerful intereft, and the moft 
critical fituations, added to a profound 
knowledge of the human heart, conftitute 
the ment, and have enfured the fuccefs of 
this piece in every theatre where it has 
been reprefented. As to the drama of 
Don Carlos, which is very entertaining in 
the cloler, and fulceptible of great effet 
on the ftage, it was quoted as a matter: piece 
even before it had been publithed, and no 
fooner was it read, than it was confidered 
#s entitled to the firft rank among the dra- 
mance woiks of Schiller. Along™ With 
poetry, far from being indifferent, we find 
fuch a degree of fidelity, that many per- 
fons affirm that it o-sht rather to be 
contidered as a hifturic:! poem on the 
court of Philip Il. than a work dettined 
for the theatre. ‘Phe-portraits of that 
prince, and of Carlos, Elizabeth, the duke 
of Alva, andthe marquis de Toffa, are all 
drawn by the hand of a matter. The 
tranflation by C. Lamartelliere is well per- 
formed, but he frequently recurs to the 
fame formule of ftyle, ‘and fometimes 
makes ufe of phrafes that are neither jul- 
Hhed by praGice nor pleafing to the ear. 
It is aiio worthy of remark, that he re- 
Brets Sciiller’s having abandoned his drd- 
Matic Catccr, whereas he might have ¢a- 
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fily learned, that this author has compofed 
and publifhed the hiftory of Wallenttia 
in three feparate dramas, which have been 
lately reprefented at W cimar with the 
greateft applaufe. 

Be Eteocles & Polynice, Tragedie eg 
cing acies, &c. Ereocles and Polynices, 
a tragedy in five aéts, reprefented for the 
firit time, on the 7th Brumaire, cigtith 
year. Le Gouvé, a poet who has alread 
acquired fome reputation by Les Souvenirs 
and La Melancolie, is the avowed author 
of this drama. The fubjeét, which is the 
nemorable ftory of Oedipus and focafta, has 
been already treated by Euripedes; but the 
French author, notwithftanding this, has 
found means to add to his celebrity ; im 
fhort, this is accounted one of the beft 
tragedies of modern times. The amiable 
character of Polynices is developed in the 
following line addreffed to the gods, ims 
mediately preceding the combat: |

¢¢ Eloge de Montaigne.” The Eloge 
of Montaigne, by HENRIETTA Bour- 
pi. Viot. Montaigne is confidered b 
his countrymen as the father of philofophy 
not only in France, but throughout Eu- 
rope. He is accordingly afferted to be the 
firft who threw off the trammels of the 
{chools, and fhook the credit of Ariftotle. 
The prefent work is the produétion of an 
amiable female, who has already acquired 
great reputation in the republic of letters 
by her poetry, which is allowed to be re- 
plete with grace, wit, and elegance. The 
author remarks that but few have hitherto 


_ done juftice to her hero, while feveral 


have criticifed his works with great ma- 
lignity after having robbed them of fome 
of their fineft ideas. ‘* If indignation,” 
fays fhe, addreffing herfelf to her readers, 
*‘ could create orators as it has created 

ts, T could now transfufe into your 


“moinds thofe fentiments with which my 


own is animated.’’ She then traces the 
hideous picture of the fcholaftic philofo- 
phy, and defcribes Montaigne advancing 
with the torch of reafon to fhed light 
in place of the darkne‘s that reigned 
around. She depicts this great man, whofe 
enkis was capable of attaining the moft 
ublime fciences, attaching himfelf to the 
moft interefting portion of knowledge; 
that which leads to the improvement of 
the human fpecies. She alfo defcribes 
him as employing all the refources of eio- 
quence, and all the energy of talent, to 
induce us to love our duties, “ Jeading us 
along by felf love, to the love of virtue.” 
*- Ouvres de Freret, Sccretaire de |’ Aca- 
demie,”’ &c. The Works of Freret, Se- 
cretary of the Academy of Infcriptions, 
and Belles Lettres, &c. 20 vols. 12:m0. with 
a plate reprefenting the battle at Thym- 
brea between the armies of Cyrus and 
Croefus. Freret, the fon of an atrorney 
in Paris, was born in 1688, and at an 
early period of life evinced a decided pre- 
dileétion for literature, which {oon became 
his ruling paflion. He was admitted into 
the Academy of Sciences in 1714, aud at 
his inauguration pronounced a difcourfe 
on the “ origin of the French,” which 
procured for him a lodging in the Baftile. 
All the writings of Frerct confit of me- 
moirs and dillertations for the Academy, 
with the exception of his ‘* Examen Criti- 
que des Apoilogiftes de la Religion Chre- 
tienne,” his ** Moifade,” and his ** Let- 
tres de Thrafibule 4 Leucippe.”

Of French Poetry before the Time of 

Corneille. The fabliaux,. the fongs, the 
romances, the ballads, the rondeau, the 
triolet, &c. prepared the language 
for bolder efforts. | Marot fucceeded 
the Troubadours, and opened the way 
to Regnier and Malherbe, who foon 
caufed Rofnard and the other French- 
Latin authors to be forgotten.

Experiments on Galvanifm in general 
and particularly on the Irritation of the 
Mufcular Fibres, difcovered by Frederick 
Alexander Humbold:; tranflated from the 
German, with Additions, by J. F. N. 
JaDeLot, M.D. It is now about ff. 
teen years fince a profeffor of Bologna, 
called Dr. Galvani, by a feries of incon. 
teftible experiments, firft difcovered 2 cers 
tain property in the nerves of animals, ia 
confequence of which they became irri- 
tated by the application of metallic fub- 
ftances, Several correfpondent faéts induced 
him to prefume a direét analogy, and per- 
haps a real identiey between the caufe of 
the eleétrical phenomena, and that of the 
phenomena in queftion. In confequence 
of this, he conferred on it the appellation 
of animal electricity. This expreffion 
appeared highly improper to thofe, who 
after repeating Galvani’s experiments, 
could not be perfuaded of the conformity 
between the phenomena he had remarked, 
and thofe, produced by eleétricity, They 
accordingly fubftituted a new appellation, 
that of metallic iritiation; but this alfo 
was deemed an infufhcient expreflion, as 
foon as it was perceived that the contact 
of carbonaceous matter, or even of living 
organs could produce the fame effects on 
the nerves as metals themfelves. On this 
the name of Galvani/m was adopted ; and 
it prefents the doubie advantage, of at 
once celebrating the fame of the philofo- 
pher to whom we are indebted for this 
important difcovery, and of defignating 
the phenomena, without indicating the 
caufe. Humboldt, a learned inhabitant of 
Berlin, has publifhed a collection of ex- 

eriments made by himfelf; and his 
work, which is by far the moft complete 
of any we are yet acquainted with on Gal- 
vanifm, has been tranflated into French, 
and is now before us, “It would per- 
haps have been more wile, fays the -” 
thor, “to have multiplied my experiments 
during a fucceffion of years in filence, 
than to have offered them at prefent to 
the pudlic; but it is well a a. 
when difcoveries are once publithed, t rd 
often become more fruitful, and conie- 
{ful in other hands, than 
quay I have been 
in thofe of the inventor.

but a few months fince, his fon, who 
ftyles himfelf Citizen Fauris, publithed 
not only the original intcription, but allo 
tranflations in Latin and French, Which 
were found among the papers bequeathed 
to him. As Spon, the Abbé Prevor 
Anffe de Villaifon, Millin, &c. have beet 
at great pains to interpret the paffage in 
queition, we fhall here prefent it to the 
reader in Latin and Englith.,

Prof. LUEDER in his egotomical princi- 
ples profeffes himfelf a follower of Adam 
Smith, Stewart and Biifch. The whole 
rs interfperfed with many valuable hints 
taken from the moft recent events, and 
accommodated very fkilfully to the illuf- 
tration of faéts in the Greek and Roman 
hiftory.

He 
could not endure any ionger, as he tells 
us himfelf in the preface, the grofs errors 
and the mifguidings to which the ftrict 
followers of Kant’s philofophy have been 
liable; and being roufed to indignation 
by the proud domineering infolence of 
fine modern philofophers, he very ably 
diicuffles the ground-work of the whole 
Kantean philotophy, the Critfk of Pure 
Reafon, and thows how many paralogifms 
aod perplexities are to be met almoft in 
every page of that high-renowned philo- 
fopher. Lt is poffisle that he is miftaken 
himfelf in feveral points, in which he 
puts an oll conftru€tion on the words of 
his antagonift. But notwithitanding all 
thefe mifunderftandings, the work is en- 
tided to the higheft praife, both for, the 
refearches carried on in very acute-and- 
lubtle reafoninys, and for the brilliancy 
of the ftyle, with which he enlivens the 
Crynefs of the matter.

Schiller, reprefents with all the force 
and elegance of diétion, and all the ele- 
vation of thought, for which this great 
poet is celebrated, the procedure of caft- 
tag a bell, during which the mafter of the 
work accompanies every new a&t with 
Moral fentences and feéntiments fuitabie 
to the aétion, We miffed with regret the 
names of Gothe, Schlegel, &c. and fa- 
mented, that’ poems of little or no merit 
had been too indifcriminately. received.

Starke, whofe, Domeftic Tales have been 
fead with univerfal applaufe. In the lait

The moft famous private Academy 
now exifting in Germany is that of Pro- 
feffor SALZMANN at Schnepfenthal near 
Gotha, in which there are commonly more

The catalogue of books to be offered for 

fale in the fair’.of Leipzig has fearcely 

ever been of fuch a bulk as it isnow. It 
contains 2894 new buoks, which are an- 
nounced as ready; and although in fome 
articles, as romances and plays, the hands 
may have worked more than the head, 
there are however more works of f{cience 
and literature, of great intrinfic value, than 
ever. It, is apparent, that there is a great 
tendency in the age to fimplify the {ci- 
ences, by reducing all empirical and un- 
certain fyftems to gencral principles ; the 
popularifation of the theories and doétrines 
concerning religious inftruétion, the ad- 
miniftration of juttice, police, medicine, 
ceconomy, arts and trades, is another @b- 
jeét of the endeavours of the authors. Ne- 
ver yet has a catalogue of the Leipzig 
fair announced to the man of bufinefs, fo 
many new Views and Obfervations on 
political and domeftic ceconomy. The 
forcigner will be aftonifhed at the number 
of almoft three thoufand new works, hich 
are the produce of one fair, particularly if 
he underftands that all gazettes and 
intelligencers, as well as moft of the 
books of devotion, and all publications 
of Government, are excluded from it, and 
that the Autumnal Fair brings at leatt ove 
thoufand more, which had no: been fnith- 
ed carly enough. According to the Jour- 
nal Général de Ja Literature de France, 
publithed gt Strafburg by TREUTTEL 
and WuRz, No. xii. the whole feventh 
year of the Republic produced no more 
than 1407 works, of which two thirds at 
leaft are pamphlets and ephemeral pro- 
du@tions.

Germany is in a great part owing to the vile 
482 vifioa 
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vifion of the German territory into fomany 
ftates, and tothe non-exiftence of an all- 
devouring capital ; whilft many a fmall 
capital of a middling principality fhows 
often more literary fersilicy than entire 
provinces of Great Britain or France. 
Another great encouragement is afforded 
by the 38 German univerfities (a fhort but 
interefting furvey of which is given in 
Just1and Murstnnus’s Annals of the 
German Univerfities, to be continued an- 
nually) and by the great number of book- 
fellers ; for there is fcarce any {mall town 
in Germany which has not at leaft one 
bookfeller. Of the bookfellers or ftation- 
ers, who have publithed works at their 
own expenfe in this Fair, 3:1 are named 
in the Catalogue, to which number 20 
more may be added, who on account of 
their announcing their publications ‘too 
fate, or for other reafons, have been omit- 
ted. ‘It cannot be denied, that this cir- 
cumftance has occafioned many to enlift in 
the corps of German authors, (a corps 
now confifting of almoft 15,000 men) on 
whom Melpomene never {miled at their 
birth, and in whom the divine fpark has 
been kindled by their neighbour, a book- 
feller in a {mall town, who wifhed to fhine 
at the fair by many and cheap publi- 
cations. But a confiderable part of the 
literary produétions appearing every year 
in Germany, is due to a fort of Colmopo- 
litifm reigning among the Gerinan lite- 
rary men, by which every new publi- 
cation appearing from Madrid to Mofcow 
is paid attention to, and is ufhered into 
the public in a tranflation almoft as foon 
as the original has appeared ; if they are of 
the {cientific orhiftorical kind, they feldom 
are germanized without confiderable notes 
and additions. For fuch is the genius of the 
German tranflators, who for the moft part 
are well verfed in different branches of 
antient and modern literature, that they 
canngt find in their hearts to publith their 
germanized exotics without confiderable 
improvements from their own ftock of 
learning and reading. The prefent cata- 
logue furnifhes examples of this in abun- 
dance. The Englifh fcarcely imagine, that 
in any country, but their happy ifland, a ra- 
tional fyftem of agriculture can be found, 
in which they were confirmed by accounts, 
fuch. as Mr. Arthur Young has given 
in his Oeconomical Travels. But let the 
books marked with the names of RiEm, 
F. B. WEBER, WEISSENBRYCH, and 
thofe comprehended under the title of In- 
trodudtion or Effuy, be computed, and decide

of the Board of Agriculture, not without 
valuable additions. Scarcely was the Trea- 
tife of Lafleyrie, who is fo aétive for the 
Spanith theep-breeding, known in France, 
when Hiibbe, at Hamburg, gave usa 
tranflation of it, with men and an ap- 
pendix, in which the article on Englith 
fheep-breeding is fupplied from Thaer ; 
and the bookfeller Villaume is {0 patriotic 
as to offer copics of it to feveral pofleffors 
of eftates, for their peafants, with a con- 
fiderable abatement of the price. An ori- 
ginal work of great value is SUDEKUM on 
the improvement of Sheep-breeding ; to 
which may be added a Direction for Sheep- 
breeding in the hereditary States of Auf- 
tria, taken from the papers of the late 
Count Harrach, at Vienna ; and another re- 
markable work On Sheep-breeding in the 
States of Pruffia. Tranflations of the two 
mafterly works of the immortal French 
mathematician, LA PLACE, are an- 
nounced: the Mecanique du Ciel, by 
Mr. BuRCKHARDT, late fellow of the 
univerfity of Leipzig, but, by a” recom- 
mendation of the great aftronomer Mr. 
von Zach to his aftronomical and mathes 
matical friends at Paris, now in high fa- 
vor with all the fcientific men at Paris, and 
affociated to the Board of se there, 
and who by numerous remarks, tending 
to facilitate the reading of it to a larger 
ublic than the French work could obtain, 
fas given it an original value.

writings contribute likewife to promote 
the ftock of mathematical fcience. The 
bookfeller Voss, at Berlin, continues to 

ublifh the Magazine of Voyages, whofe 
value has not been diminifhed fince the 
death of J. R. Forfter, and we may hope 
to find much new inftruétion in the Bib- 
liotheque of the neweft and moft important 
yoyages, Of which Mr. SPRENGEL at 
Halle is the redaéteur, and whofe firft vo- 
lume contains a ufeful extraét of Brown’s 
Travels through the interior parts of Afri- 
ca, and of Wilfon’s Mitfionary Voyage, 
with very able introduétions from the edi- 
tor. We are moreover prefented with 
two other valuable tranflations, the one of 
Volney’s Travels through Egypt, to which 
Profeffor PAULUS. at Jena has annexed 
very inftructive additions ; the other of 
Bourgoiag's Travelsthrough Spain, which 
Mr. FiscHeR, the author of a very in- 
terefting original Tour through Spain, has 
enriched by many additions and new ex- 
tratts. Citizen BECKER, ftom Cologne, 
publifhes a magazine in monthly numbers 
at Berlin, in which all French publications 
and memoirs from the National Inftitute 
at Cairo, and all literary reports from 
Egypt, are very fpeedily communicated to 
the German readers in ufeful extfaéts and 
pbdfervations.In the medical line, Ger- 
many has peculiar journals for the im- 
provements of almoft every country. Ber 
fides the Continuation of HUFELAND’s 
Annals of French Medicine and Surgery, 
there appear feveral other Journals, dedi- 
cated only to French medicine, among 
which we diftinguith ZaD1G’s E/prit of the 
neweft Medical Literature in France. To 
the journals already exifting for Englith 
medical literature, Mr. Ku Hn’s, a learned 
Phyfician at Leipzig, Phyfico-Medical 
Journal Is now added, in which BRAD- 
LEY s and WILLICcH’s Journal is follow- 
ed, but which contains likewife many ori- 
ginal Ditfertations. RupoL Pui publithes 
Swedith Annals of Medicine and Natural 
Hiftory. Brown’s Syftem has been con- 
fiderably cultivated. and enlarged in Ger- 
many; the names of FRANKE at Vienna, 
\OSCHLAUB’s at Wurzburg, and Mar- 
KUS at Bamberg, give us the affurance, 
that the fpirit of innovation was not the 
only promoter of it. From the firft of 
thefe three pityficians we receive a toxico- 
logy after Brown’s fyftem, and a fecond 
cee for the improvement of Brown's 
. tyftem goes on with hafty fteps. The 

inoculation of the cow-pox, too, has found 


ae favorable reception in the medi- 
" {chool at Vienna than in any other 
Place of the continent. Ey eRELhas writ- 
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ten likewife on this fubjeé&t, and the bold 
FERRO has tried on his own children the 
poifon of the cow-pox, which was brought 
from England. A Hanoverian phyfician, 
BaLLuorn, communicates to us the 
lateft obfervations of Jenner and Wood- 
ville on that fubjeét. Even the Dutch 
have been put to contribution by a tranf- 
Jation of Sow DEéN’s Treatife on the Ino- 
culation of the Small pox, 

The literary men of Germany havetaken 
care, likewife, to tranfplant poetical and 
oratorical works to the German territory. 
Among the Greeks, the favorite authors 
are Xenophon(tranflated ina mafterly man- 
ner by WIELAND ina new number of his 
Attic Mufeum), Plutarch, and’ Dio Caf- 
fius (the fecond volume of the excellent 
tranflation of this author by PeNnzEL, has 
appeared ); among the Romans, Horace and 
Cicero. HARTMANN has given a tranfla- 
tion of Oriental productions. Four laborious 
tranflators, all known as mafters, have 
vied with each other in verfions of Shake- 
fpeareand Cervantes. P. ROSEGARTEN, 
one of our favorite poets, and well known 
by a new tranflation of Clariffa, has ga- 
thered the faireft flowers which have 
lately grown in England into a Brit 
Odeon ; and GRIEss prefents us with ea 
metric trayflation of Taffo, which has 
already reife a great expcétation by the 
{pecimens he has given. However it 
to be obferved, that the German tranflators 
are become much nicer in the choice of 
foreign works, particularly in thoe 
branches in which German literature is 
richer than that of foreign nations, which 
even borrow from it; and thus one will 
fcarcely receive byt with a imile a double 
re-tranflation of Pizarro, a phanomenon 
which can only be accounted for, if we 
{uppofe that the female tranflator at 
London looked on this as a proper exercife 
not to forget her own language. Thus, 
though it may appear from what has been 
faid here, that perhaps a fixth part of the 
produce of this fair are foreign wares ; 
the manner, however, in which the Ger- 
mans have imprinted the ftamp of their 


genius and learning on thefe produétions

The tranflation of Manconis 
Oneirocriticon, which gives an accurate 
suftruction, how the beft numbers in Lot- 
teries might be chofen, now appears in a 
feventh edition at Augfourg. Ina late 
number of the St. James’s Chronicle, 
an author at Berlin is. faid to have juft 
then written 15 volumes 1 folio againft 
marriage ; this is probably only a jeft, 
but neverthelefs there may be fome truth 
at the bortom ; for that notice may be ap- 
plied toa very contemptible . publication, 
called Gynology,-of which the ith 
volume,.in 8vo. has appeared at Berlin, 
printed for Ochmighe, who has likewife 
publifmed, ‘* Leve and Enjoyment,” in 
4 volumes, as a fupplement to the Gynz- 
ology.

The new 
Ichthyolozy after Lacepede, of which the 
firt volume now appears with fine en- 
gravings, will delight many readers; and 
the firft number of the Profeifor of natural 
hiftory at Jena, Mr. BaTscu’s work on 
Natutal Hiftory, which begins with mine- 
ralogy, may be confidered as the beginning 
of along wifhed for henoticon of natural 
hiftory.

However two of the 
more antient German claflic poets, Hage- 
dorn and Ramler, are regenerated, the 
former by the care of Efchenburg, aug- 
mented by a volume, the fecond dreffed 
out in every typographic and chalcographic 
embellifhment. Of the two female poets, 
whofe works are publifhed, the one, Maria 
Muiach, is dead already. The other is 
the fofe WiLHELMiINA MiuLier ot 
Vienna, better known by her family name 
Mnuifch.. Nor are there colle€tions and
